It would therefore involve 
no additional expense in the end. 

The question as to the revenue and 
expenditures for the next fiscal year, 
proceeded Mr. Dingley, was a pactical 
one which Congress had to fae¢e. The 
statement of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, he said, had caused much mis- 
apprehension, owing to the fact that 
under a new provision of the law he 
had been obliged to include in the es- 
timate of expenditures, $73,000,000 for 
public works, which neither he nor the 
Secretary of War nor any other well- 
informed person believed would be ex- 
“pended. Counting this, the estimated 
deficit, he said, would be $21,000;000. 

He violated no confidence when he 
said that the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the President were confident that 
the receipts next year would exceed the 
expenditures, 

Mr. Dingley said he took it for granted 
that. Congress would exercise reason- 
able economy. The estimated deficit 
for the-present year, not counting .the 
money obtained and to be obtained 
from Pacific railroads, was $28,000,000. 
The anticipatory importations had, Mr. 
Dingley argued, placed in the treasury 
before July 1, $38,000,000. Those impor- 
tations had reduced the deficit last year 
from $56,000,000 to $18,000,000. Inasmuch 
as the importations were for consump- 
tion this year, Mr. Dingley contended 
that in equity that sum should be prop- 
erly charged to the receipts of the 
current year. If they were so charged, 
instead of a deficit, there would be a 
surplus this year of $10,000,000. 

Mr. Dingley figured out a surplus of 
exactly that amount ($10,000,000,) far the 
coming year. He described the steady 
Manner in which the revenues had been 
Mmereasing at the rate of $1,000,000 or 
$2,000,000 a month. When he confidently 

| predicted that the effect of the antici- 
patory revenues would all be overcome 
during the fiscal year, and that after 
May or June, 1898, the revenues would 
exceed the expenditures, the Repub- 
lican side broke out into repeated 
cheers.

HAWAIIANS CALL ON SHERMAN. 


Present a Monster Petition Against 
Annexation. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
“WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The dele- 
gation of native Hawaiians who have 
been in Washington for the past few 
days called at the State Department 
today and were admitted to an inter- 
view with Secretary Sherman. . There 
were four in the party, namely, Hon. 
James Kaulia, president of the Ha- 
waiian Patriotic League; Joseph Hele- 
lune, secretary of Liliuokalani and a 
commissioner of the league; Hon. 
David Kalauokanija, president of the 
Hawailan Association; Hui Kalaiana 
and William Auld, secretary and com- 
missioner .of the Hawaiian Associa- 
tion. The interview lasted only a few 
minutes. They presented the Secre- 
tary with a memorial represented to be 
in behalf of 20,000 native Hawaiians, 
protesting against annexation, or at 
least soliciting a secret plebiscite of 
the Hawaiian population before such a 
course was determined upon by the 
government of the United States. 

Secretary Sherman treated his visi- 
tors with courtesy, and without mak- 
ing any promises said he would lay the 
petition before the Senate, which body 
now had the annexation treaty before 
it. Accordingly he submitted the docu- 
ment to Senator Hoar, a man ber of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations. 

CALLED UPON SENATORS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The dele- 
gation of Hawaiian natives who are 
here in opposition to the annexation 
treaty, called upon several Senators 
today to urge their views. They have 
attempted no canvass of the Senate, 
but say they have encouragement. 

The chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations declines to divulge 
the work of the committee, but says 
that there will be no action, and that 
he expects to get the treaty up within 
ten days. He has no purpose of aban- 
doning ithe treaty as sugh and at- 
tempting to secure the same result by 
legislation. 


THE KANSAS PACIFIC SALE, 


Atty.-Gen. MeKenna Endeavoring to 
Postpone It, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Atty.-Gen. 
McKenna taken steps looking to ‘the 
postponement of the sale of the Kansas 
Pacific road. As soon as he received a 
copy of yesterday’s Senate resolution, 
he telegraphed its substance to ex-Gov. 
Hoadley at New York, with a request 
that he prepare at once a motion asking 
for a postponement for sixty days, or 
Until about February 15. The Attor- 
ney-General also telegraphed the Presi- 
dent a synopsis of the resolution. 

Up to noon teday, Mr. McKenna has 
heard nothing of the reported decision 
of the Reorganization Committee, as 
stated by a New York newspaper, to 
offer the government a guarantee bid 
of $6,303,000, the amount of the principal 
of the government’s claim, nor would 
the Attorney-General say, in speaking 
of the matter today, what would be 
done in case such an offer should be 
made before the motion for postpone- 
ment should be filed. 

There is no reasonable doubt that this 
offer, if it should have been made prior 
to the adoption of ‘the Senate resolu- 
tion, would have been accepted. It 
may be, it is said, that the President 
would consider himself bound, In cour- 
tesy to the Senate, to ask for a post- 
ponement, irrespective of any offer that 
might now be made. 

The Attorney-General today expressed 
no doubt that a postponement would be 
granted by the court upon the show- 
ing the government would be able to 
make. In addition to the very votent 
reason that the Senate, revresenting 
the people of the whole country, had 
requested this action, there was an- 
other, he said of little less importance. 
Other responsible parties, outside of 
the Reorganization Committee, ‘were 
taking an interest in the Kansas Pa- 
cific road, with a view, no doubt. to 
becoming bidders if their investigations 
should warrant such a step. Who 
those parties were the Attorney-Gen- 
eral Was not at liberty to state, but, all 
things considered, he thought the rea- 
sons for a postponement were anjiple.

CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


Republicans Issue a Call for a Con- 
, ference.

WASHINTON, Dec. 10.—Representa- 
tive Pearson of North Carolina has se- 
cured seventy-two signatures to the 
paper circulated among Republican 
members of Congress for a conference 
relative to the civil-service law.

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
hle.]) The Secretary of the Treasury, 
Baron von Thielmann, presenting the 
budget today, said the surplus for 1897

HAVE WHEELS IN ’EM. | 


Rivierre Loses His Balance and Has 
a Fall and Tries to Take One 
Out of Spectators. 


POLICE MAKE EXAMINATION. 


MILLER STILL LEADS WITH A NEW 
GOLD TIMEPIECE. 


Boxing Permits Refused at San 
Francisco—Ingleside Races—Wing- 
shooting at Chicago—Expulsion 
of Eastern Horsemen, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The great six- 
day bicycle race at Madison Square 
Garden has narrowed itself down to 
fifteen riders. Miller still retains a lead 
of nearly 100 miles over Rice, the 
Wilkesbarre rider. At midnight he was 
something like 235 miles ahead of the 
world’s record, and with twenty-four 
hours to spare. he had covered a dis- 
tance up to within a few miles of the 
great record which was made by Hale 
last year, 1900 miles. 

The great surprise of the night was 
the retirement of Rivierre, the French- 
man. He is believed to be actually out 


of his mind; is in a pitiable physical | 


condition, and is under the care of 
physicians. Like most of the others in 
the race, Rivierre has given evidence 
during the contest of having partially 
lost his mind. 

The awful strain from the first day 
of the riding has in a measure mentally 
unbalanced him, and this afternoo nhe 
leaped from his wheel and made an as- 
sault on an imaginary foe in one of the 
boxes, swearing and jabbering in his 
native tongue. His trainers rushed to 
him and: put him on his wheel, but 
after making a few more laps he re- 
peated the performance with even more 
insane rage than he had at first dem- 
onstrated. The result was that Ri- 
vierre had to be taken from the track, 
to return no more. 

All of the riders except Enterman 
passed a physical examination, and 
were allowed to continue in the race. 
The doctors ordered Enterman to take 
a rest. 


Joe Rice was subjected to a very] 


close inspection, but after a lengthy 
consultation he was allowed to con- 
tinue. Rice’s actions immediately 
after the examinations led one to be- 
lieve that he was given a stimulant. 
He was thoroughly aroused from his 
stupor, and for a time set a hot pace 
for his competitors. 

Riverre began to show signs of dis- 
tress about 6 o’clock. A little later a 
nasty fall somewhat dazed him. When 
he resumed riding a couple of men in 
one of the boxes began to guy the 
Frenchman, and he became angry. 
After making two or three laps, Ri- 
vierre dismounted :.°4 started to climb 
into the box. His trainers pulled him 
away and put him on his wheel. The 
two men quickly disappeared. 

At 6:45 o’clock Miller left the track 
Early in the evening the 
lucky leader was presented with a 
andsome gold watch and chain by 


‘some unknown admirer. The donor re- 


fused to give his name, and there was 
no inscription on the watch, so noth- 
ing can be learned of the_ giver’s 
identity. 

The police authorities tonight in- 
sisted upon an examination being 
made of the me nby the police surgeon. 
The result was a report by the sur- 
geon which showed a very Satisfactory 
condition of affairs, excepi in the case 
of Rivierre. Officially this report 
“goes,” as it were, but it gives not the 
faintest idea of what the real condi- 


tion and appearance of the majority |

HAVANA IN DANGER, 


INSURGENTS PLANNING TO AT- 
TACK THE CAPITAL. 
Strong Spanish Forces Have Been 


Sent Out to Meet the 
Enemy. 


SPANISH GUERRILLAS DESERT. 


CARRY OVER. A LARGE SUM OF 
MONEY AND MUNITIONS. 


Women and Children Burned by the 
Insurgents — Enomous Influx of 
Refugees into New York—De 
Lome Attacked. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—A dispatch to 
the World from Havana says that an 
important battle is expected hourly. 
The insurgents have planned the most 
formidable demonstration against Ha- 
vana for the year. Gen. Parridos has | 
started from this city with strong col- 
umns of troops. to meet the Cubans. 
Sefior Canalejas, the confidential agent 
of the Spanish government, went to 
ascertain the real condition of Havana 
province. Gen. Rodriguez, with the 
combined forces under. Juan Seldago 
Lodarz and Rafael de Cardenas, is en- 
camped on Luisa plantation, near 
Guira de Melina, about twenty miles 
south of here, on the railway to Pinar 
del Rio. He has fully a thousand men, 
who are well armed, and he is said to 
have a Hotchkiss rapid-firing cannon. 

Emilio Gonsalo hanged Antonio Ri- 
vera and the negro Osman. They went 


tion to lay down their arms and accept 
autonomy. A note was pinned on the 
breasts of the hanged men, announc- 
oy 7 that any one coming on a similar 
mission would meet a like fate. 

It is reported authoritatively that 
Sunday the Spanish guerrillas of Cai- 
menaro, near Guantanamo, deserted to 
the insurgent leader Rodriguez with 
$14,000, 53,000 cartridges and® their 
arms.

The latest reports of the late fights 
in Pinar del Rio province show -that 
the Spanish loss was more than 
claimed. The dead or wounded in- 
clude one colonel, one major, seven 
captains, eleven subordinate officers 
and seventy-four privates. Most of the 
wounded will die. The rebel loss was 
fourteen. The rebels used explosive 
bullets. Their agents here admit it. 


SUCCESSOR TO DE LOME. 


Spanish Colony at New York Di- 
vides on the Question, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The Spanish 
colony in this city has been divided by 
a petition sent to Madrid at the time of 
the assassination of Premier Canovas, 
asking for the appointment of a strong 
successor to Sefior de Lome. Accord- 
ing to the World, the petition was 
drawn so as to attack Sefior de Lome 
without méntioning his name, and 
among the forty prominent Spaniards 
who signed were several friends of the 
Minister, who did not see any attack

not allow the right to be curtailed in 
the least by unfounded demands or un- 
just pretensions from. the - oppressing 
party.”

“A storm of indignation has been 
provoked here by the news of tortures 
inflicted by the Cuban rebels upon the 
inhabitants of Guisa, women and chil- 
dren being bound and burned -alive.. 
The details are given by the Imparcial, 
a newspaper by no means favorable to 
the present government’s policy, and 
the news is now officially confirmed.

A HIGIRA OF CUBANS. 


Fleeing from Starvation to Help on 
Our Hoapitable Shores. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The Journal 

and Advertiser says: , 
“Weyler’s policy of extermination 
that he called concentration has re- 
sulted in an enormous influx of Cubans 
into New York. Hundreds, if not 


thousands, of them are dying of hun- — 


ger here. The number of the refugees 
is variously estimated at from 12,000 to 
20,000. Perhaps the great majority are 
absolutely without means. There ‘are 
men and women among them who were 
worth thousands of dollars before the 
War began, but are now penniless. 
Some of these are. working as waiters, 
porters or seamstresses. 

“Emilio Agramonte, president of the

ALLENDER IS HANGED 


THE SAN JOSE MURDERER EX- 
: PIATES HIS CRIME. 


Slept Little the Night Previous, 
Passing the Time in Reading His 
Bible and in Conversation. 


NERVE FAILED HIM AT LAST. 


HIS DEED A REVOLTING ONE, 
CAUSED BY JEALOUSY. 


Trial of a Phoenix Merchant—nett 
Lands for Spreckels—Workman 
Falls Forty Feet—Dr. Jordan 
on Pelagic Senling. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN QUENTIN, Dec. iv.—After a 
night of prayerful meditation and bib- 
lical reading, Harvey Allender break- 
fasted heartily at 6 o'clock, and then 
resumed his devotion. Two hours later 
Warden Hale came to read him the 
warrant of execution. 

“There is no need to do that, War- 
den,” Allender said; “consider it read.” 

Warden Hale complied with the re- 
quest, and then Allender asked for his 
civilian’s costume, and when he ex- 
changed his prison garb for the neat- 
fitting civilian suit, he said he felt like 
Just béfore the 
death procession was formed he asked 
for a carnation, which he pinned on 
his coat, saying: ‘‘This is in memory 
of the poor girl I loved and killed.”’ 
The carnetion had been sent him by his 
sister, in a farewell letter. . 
Jchn Crossetti, brother of one of Al- 
lender’s victims, was denied admission 
1o the death chamber, in spite of his 
violently-expressed determination to be 
present. 

Allender remained repentant of the 
crime till the final moment, maintain- 
ing his promisé to.die bravely. Just as 
the noose was adjusted he gave evi- 
dence of weakening, and the consum- 
mation of the execution was hurried 
Somewhat by the hangman. He was 
pronounced dead in six minutes, the 
quickest execution ever known in the 
prisen, eleven minutes being the pre- 
vious record. 

Of the eight occupants of murderers’ 
row, Durrant and Hill alone watched 
from the wickets of their cells Allen- 
der’s death. 

' WAS RAPIDLY LOSING NERVE. 
{ASSOCIATED PIRESS DAY REPORT. 
SAN QUENTIN, Dec. 10.—Harvey Al- 
lender, the double murderer of San 
José, was hanged at San Quentin pen- 
itentiary at 10:30 o’clock this morning. 

Despite the fact that Allender an- 
nounced before retiring last night that 
he would sleep soundly at the foot of 
the gallows, because he did not fear 
the end, the condemned murderer only 
Slept for two hours, the rest of the 
night and the early morning being 
spent in reading the Bible and chat- 
ting ‘with his guards. 

After breakfast, Allender was visited 
by Chaplain Drahms, who offered him 
spiritual consvlation until the time ar- 
rived for the condemned man to pre- 
pare for the short journey from his cell 
to the gallows. While dressing him- 
self for the last time, Allender ex- 
pressed the opinion that it would be 
more humane to allow a condemned 
man to die in the early morning, as his 


nerves would not then be unstrung by” 


the preliminaries, which he considered 
entirely unnecessary. Though exceed- 
ingly nervous, Allender braced himself 


for the final ordeal, which Was ex- 
pedited for fear of a collapse. Upon 
reaching the gallows Allender paled 


perceptibly, and when the noose was 
adjusted he tottered and swayed to 
such an extent that it was necessary 
to support him. The drop fell at 10:31 
o'clock, and though the body twitched 
convulsively for a couple of minutes, 
Allender’s neck was broken immedi- 
ately. Life was not, however, declared 
extinct until thirteen minutes later. 
The crime for which Allender paid the 
extreme penalty was a most revolting 
one, prompted by jealousy. He was 
infatuated with Miss Wallberga Fiel- 
mer, an intelligent and industrious girl 
of irreproachable character, who re- 
pulsed him and” became betrothed to 
Vinanzi Crosetti, an Italian blacksmith 
about 24 years of age. After having 
repeatedly threatened the couple, Al- 
lender met them walking together 
along Third strect, San José, on the 
afternoon of August 9, 1896. He ac- 
costed the girl, and as she attempted 
to pass him, Allender drew a revolver 
2nd shot her in the neck. She fell to 
the sidewalk, and AtHender shot and 
killed her as she lay at his feet. 
Crosetti attempted to arresi and dis- 
arm the murderer, but Allender turned 
his pistol upon him, and shot him iii tne 
abdomen, inflicting a fatal wound. AlI- 
lenger then ran away and attempted to 
commit suicide, but fainted after 
slightly wounding himself, and was ar- 
recovered from his 


and was 37 years of age. 
When placed on trial Allender sought 


to establish the plea of insanity, but 


Was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged. After an unsuccessful attempt 
to appeal to the State Supreme Court, 
he was resentenced to be executed on 
September 3 last; but his attorney ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States on September 2, upon the 
Same grounds relied upon in the Dur- 
rant case, thus staying execution. On 
November 2, however, the Supreme 
Court dismissed. the appeal, and six 
days later Allender was .again sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 

Allender’s body will be shipped to 
San José by the noon train, where the 
remains will be taken in charge by the 
deceased's relatives. 

Allender was brought up in the Pres- 
byterian faith, and was accompanied to 
the scafford by Rev. A. Drahms, the 
prison chaplain. In accordance with a 
request made yesterday by Allender, 
none of his own relatives or those of his 
victims were witnesses to the execu jon. 

After leaving the prison, Hangman 
Hunt, in discussing the affair, said: 
“Allender was as game a man as ever 
suffered the death penalty during my 
official career. Up to the last he was 
courageous,: and seemed anxious for 
the ordeal to be over. At this stage, 
however, he broke down . completely, 
and it required the effarts of three men 
to prevent his entire collapse. ‘The 
noose was adjusted around his neck, 
and he endeavored to scream, but was 
cut short by the noose, and without de- 
lay the trap was sprung and all was 
over. Allender is the thirteenth whom 
I have had occasion to hang, and I fully 
believe my next victim will be Durrant. 
It is my prediction that he will meet 
death the first of January. This is but 
prophecy, however. My surmise wil de 
substantiated by the facts.” 

Allender’s was the first execution in 
San Quentin since Murderer Klouse 
suffered the death penalty in April last. 
The recent decision of the State Su- 
preme Court in the Durrant case has 
paved the way for eight other murder- 
ers who are now occupying cells in 
murderers’ row. They are: Searcy of 
San Bernardino, Durrant of San Fran- 
cisco, Chavez of San Diego, Hill of 
Oakland, Ebanks of San Diego, Fellows 


| of Riverside, Knott and Mil], both of 


San Francisco. All are-to be resen- 
tenced. 
BODY TAKEN HOME. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT j 

SAN JOSE, Dec. 10.—The body of 
Harvey Allender was brought here this 
afternoon, and will be buried tomor- 
row. <A short funeral service will be 
conducted by Rev. Dr. Buck, pastor of 
Centella Methodist Chureh. Allender’s 
mother is dead, but his father is liv- 
ing, and is an esteemed citizen. 

He is a member of Centella Church. 
The friends of the family would not 
permit the remains to be seen, and the 
brief exercises at the grave tomor- 
row morning will be private. Allender’s 
body lies in a plain coffin in the room 
where the bodies of his victims lay 
after he had killed them. 


SUSPECTED APACHES. 


United States Troops Ordered to 
Capture Them if Possible. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 
BISBEE (Ariz.,) Dec. 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Four Apaches, supposed to 
be the Indians who murdered two men 
near Solomonville yesterday, were seen 
camped about fourteen miles south of 
here at 4 o’clock this evening. They 
are evidently making for Mexico. 
Word has already been sent to the 
United. States troops at Camp San 
Bernardino, forty-five miles south of 
here, near the border, to guard the line 
and capture these Indians if possible. 
Two detachments are now out guard- 
ing the Mexican border. Two troops 
of United States cavalry are camped 
below town tonight, on their way from 
Fort Huachuca to assist the force at 
San Bernardino. 


STEAMBOAT FOR THE YUKON. 


A Steel Vessel to Be Used by a 
Philadelphia Company. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Louis Nixon 
of Elizabethport, N. J., is to build a 
stern-wheel steamboat of special de- 
sign for use on the Yukon River for the 
Philadelphia Exploration and Mining 
Company, which is about to send an 
expedition under charge of Prof. An- 
gelo Heilpin of Philadelphia. The party 


Will have eight members, who expect 


to spend two years in Alaska. The 
boat will be 80 feet long over all, 15 
feet beam and 10 feet 10 inches deep. 
She will be built in water-tight sections 
and entirely of steel, of six pounds to 
the square fvot, up to the main deck. 
It is estimated that she will carry 
thirty-fivetons in eighteen inches dratt 
of water. There will be two engines 
and one ‘large boiler, fitted to burn 
either coal or wood, and it is expected 
that the principal fuel will be drift- 
wood picked up in transit. The en- 
gines will be expected to develop sixty 
horse power. 

The contract calls for the completion 
of the boat within sixty days, when 
she will be shipped across the conti- 
nent by railroad, or else sent around 
the Horn by one of the many steamers 
going to participate in the Klondike 
trade,

PELAGIC SEALING. 


Jordan Outlines the American 
and Canadian Cases. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Dec. 10.—Dr. 
David Starr Jordan, in an interview on pelagic 
sealing and.a discussion of the vongressional 
bill introduced, said this evening: 

“So far as I can judge from the reports in 
the Associated Press, the bill shovld be 
passed. Jf such a bill had been passed im- 
mediately after the Paris award, the whole 
matter would have been amicably adjusted 
before this. To have ourselves taken the in- 
itiative in the action we have urged upon 
others, would have given us a moral advan- 
cage which we have hitherto lacked. The few 
thousands of dollars which pelagic sealing has 
brought into San Francisco and Port Town- 
send has been dearly bought. 

“Such a bill would have given us a great 
commercial advantage. The United States has 
been the chief market for the dressed skins 
of female fur seals. To close this market 
is to destroy the great incentive to their de- 
struction and the consequent destruction of 
the herd. The kliling of males on the land, 
in the legitimate way, tends only to help 
the growth of the herd and the consequent 
increased production of killable males. In 
those facts lie the whole American case, 

“The Canadian case lies in the admitted 
rule that freedom of the sea can only be re- 
stricted by international agreement This bill 
should be a great step toward securing it.’’

SPARKS FROM THE WIRES 


Day Dispatches Condensed, 


Hon. Charles Fleischman of Cincinnati died 
at 3:30 o'clock yesterday morning in Avon- 
ddle, from paralysis. 

The Peruvian Chamber of Deputies, finding 
that the government's project simply to reg- 
ister the marriage of foreigners is unaccept- 
able, will submit another on broader princi- 
ples for it. 


Mrs. Hermann Oelrichs, who is under treat- 
ment in New York for injury to her left eye, 
caused by a rusty tack, is in a much improved 
condition. It is now thought that the eye 
will be saved. 

The Executive Committee of the Western 
Passenger Association did not reach any 
agreement yesterday on the divisions to b> 
allowed the lines between Chicago and St. 
Paul. It is doubtful if the thing will be set- 
tled within, the next ten days. 

The Mississippi River has reached the low- 
water mark of 1864. at St. Louis. The gauge 
stood at 0 at 7 a.m. yesterday. Local Weather 
Observer Herndon says the prospects are that 
the river gorges are breaking in the Illinots 
River, and this, with the heavy rains in the 
central valley, will make a decided rise. 

A carload of lobsters has arrived at San 
Francisco from Massachusetts, and been de- 
posited in the ocean near the Farallon Isl- 
ands. The Fish Commission car, which 
brought these out, will go to And-rson, Shasta 
county, where it will take on about six mil- 
lion quinnal salmon spawn from the Battle 
Creek hatchery. These are to be distributed 
in the Upper Hudson River and in all the 
streams of the New England States. 

Charles Mettam, the architect and civil en- 
gineer, whose death is announced at Bayonne, 

Y. J., was the first to suggest elevated rail- 
roads in New York. On the outbreak of the 
war he enlisted as a private, but was de- 
tached and employed by the government as 
an engineer. He designed and built the fu- 
neral car which carried the remains of Presi- 
dent Lincoln in New York. He served under 
the late Gen. Delafield in constructing the 
fortifications of New York Harbor, and many 
Phin buildings in New York were erected 
by’ him. 


Night Dispatches Condensed. 


Ex-President Harrison left New York city 
yesterday for his home in Indianapolis. 

The Brazilian Congress closed its s°ssion at 
Rio de Janeiro last night. The budget deficit 
amounted to 30,000,000 milrei. Increased reve- 
nue is expected from additional taxation. 

The Marquis di Rudini has completed the 
task of constructing the Italian Cabinet. 
Marquis Venesta has accepted the Foreign 
Office portfolio. The list of members of the 
new ministry will be officially issued today. 

The New York Herald says, in tegard to 
the mail robbery which the postoffice authori- 
ties are investigating, that Inspector Lewis, 
when seen in Jersey City, said the total loss 
was not known exactly, but would be legs 
than $300. Another official mentioned $1000 as 
the outside limit. 

According to a dispatch from Lydenberg, in 
the Transvaal, a body of armed higkwaymen 
have robbed a mail coach from Pilgrims’ 
Rest, about twenty-five miles northeast of 
Lydenberg, of £12,000 in gold coin and bul- 
lion. No arrests had been made when the 
dispatch was sent. 


A PIONEER WOMAN DEAD, 


CAME AROUND THE HORN SIXTy 
YEARS AGO, 


Mrs. Snrepta C. White’s Life an 
Eventful One and Full of Dan- 
gers—Passes Awny at San Fran- 
cisco at a Ripe Old Age. ‘ 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10.—[Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.] One of the pioneer 
women of the Coast passed away here 
yesterday—a woman with an eveartul 
history, who had seen this country 
grow in sixty years from savagery to 
civilization. 

Mrs. Sarepta C. White, who was 87 
when she died, came to this Coast in 
1836. She left New York in 1835, but 
in those days it took a year to come 
around the Horn, and the Whites 
stopped for a while in Honolulu. Mrs. 
White taught one of the first schools 
in Honolulu, for she had been a 
teacher in New York before starting 
on her perilous missionary career. 

Arriving in Oregon, Mrs. White and 
her husband settled near Salem, where 
the Methodist Board of Missions had a 
station. Dr. White had been sent out 
by the board to be the physician of the 
station, and his wife at once estab- 
lished a schooi, which was attended by 
100 Indian children. Mrs. White 
studied medicine with her husband, 
and soon had a large medical and 
surgical practice of her own. She once 
traveled several hundred miles down 
the Willamette and up the Columbia 
rivers to attend professionally the wife 
of Dr. Whitman. Mrs. White took 
with her the youngest child of the 
family, a baby of nine month, and on 
the return trip the canoe was capsized 
and the baby was drowned. 

Dr. White was appointed the first 
Indian agent for Washington and Ore- 
gon by President William Henry Har- 
rison. After remaining in Oregon for 
five years, Mrs. White returned to the 
Eastern States to educate her chil- 
dren. While there she took a degree 
in medicine, and on her return to San 
Francisco, in 1852, she began the prac- 
tice of medicine and continued in it 
steadily for thirty years. Her hus- 
band had come to this city in 1849 and 
died here eighteen years aga. Mrs. 
White was an ardent worker in. the 
temperance cause, and also a believer 
in woman's suffrage. 

Rivers seemed to have a fatality for 
Mrs. White's family. Beside the babe 
drowned \in the Willamette, another 
son, was drowned in that river, and her 
youngest son was drowned in Sacra- 
mento River in 1871.

tains on the north. This section first 
became noted as the stamping ground 
of the renegade Apache Kid. Just 
north of this point, in Skeleton Canon, 
is where old Geronimo had an engage- 
ment with a band of cowboys only a 
short time before his surrender to Gen. 
Miles. It is about sixty miles from the 


Mexican boundary line, for Which ban-. 


dits generally head. 

“The same point was the scene of 
three hold-ups during 1887-88. It is 
just west of Stein's Station, and eight 
miles east of San Simon, and only six 
or eight miles from Fort Bowie, in the 
foothills of the Huachuca Mountains. 
The most notable hold-ups at this point 
occurred February 22, 1887, when three 
men held up No. 20, Conductor MeClel- 
lan and Engineer Col. Harper in 
charge. Two of the bandits boarded 


the train at Stein's, getting on the front: 


end of the mail car, and as soon as the 
train pulled out they crawlel over the 
tank and ordered the engineer to stop. 
He promptly obeyed under the per- 
suasive influence of their six-shooters. 
They then cut off the express car and 
ran it down about wo miles from the 
coaches. They blew open the safe, 
using so much dynamite that the whole 
car was wrecked, blowing the “adobe” 
dollars over such an area that a stray 
silver dollar is even now occasionally 
picked up in the vicinity. The robbers 
got only a small amount of money, 
They were pursued by @ posse under 
Detective Will Smith, who followed 
them over the Mexican line, where 
the members of the posse were taken 
prisoners by the Mexican police and 
were held several days. They were 
finally released, and the bandits were 
run to earth in an old adobe house, and 
shot to death after being smoked out. 

“The last hold-up at this point pre- 
vious to last night’s occurrence was 
about a year ago, and was noted for 
the smooth work of Express Messen- 
ger George Mitchell, who ‘tumbled to 
the racket’ as soon as his car was cut 
and hastily dumped all the money in 
the local safe into a sack, and, putting 
out the lights, jumped off the car, and 
started for the nearest station, thus 
saving his scalp and all of the local 
money packages.” 

A hold-up in- the vicinity of the pres- 
ent robbery had for some time been 
anticipated by the authorities. The 
attack, however, had been expected 
to be made by Black Jack’s gang, in- 
stead of the Bisbee gang, as this one 
is supposed to be. It came, therefore, 
in the nature of a, surprise. 

A posse of fifteen men and horses 
had been held in readiness for the ex- 


pected attack for some days at Bowie. 


These were put aboard a special train 
and run to the scene of the hold-up as 
soon as news of it was flashed over 
the wires. John Thacker, the old-time 
Southern Pacific detective, is in charge 
of the posse, which was on the trail of 
the robbers four hours after the first 
news of the hold-up was reccived at 
Bowie. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Collins Was Known as “Sandy’’—A 
San Simon Cowboy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
DEMING (N. M.,) Dec. 10.—An_at- 
tempt to rob the west-bound Southern 
Pacific passenger train at Stein’s Pass, 
ninety miles west of this place at 9 
o’clock last night, was foiled by the 
prompt action of the armed guards in 
the express car, who succeeded in kill- 
ing one of the men who held it up. 
The robbers rode up to the station a 
short time bofere the train was due, 
and, after robbing Agent St. John and 
Section Foreman McMullen, cut the 
telegraph wires and waited for the 

train. 

When the passenger train pulled into 
the station, one of the bandits covered 
the engineer and fireman with a Win- 
chester rifie,, while the others prepared 
to attack the express car. Express 
Guards Thacher and Jennings, who 
were on board the car, at once opened 
fire, and the leader of the robbers fell 
with a bullet in his brain. His com- 
panions immediately mounted their 
horses and rode away. The body. of 
the dead robber was placed on the 
train, which proceeded to Tucson. 

The name of the dead train-robber 
has been ascertained to be “Sandy” 
Collins. Collins until recently has been 
employed as a cowboy in the San Si- 
mon Valley ranges in Eastern Arizona, 
and his companions, instead of being 
the “Black Jack’’ gang, as originally 
supposed, are now known to have been 
a band of cowboys organized for the 
purpose of the robbery which was at- 
tempted. 

The United States Marshal and a 
posse were in the immediate vicinity 
of Stein’s Pass yesterday pursuing the 
“Black Jack” gang, and they were at 
once notified and started in pursuit. 
The chances of the capture of the re- 
maining robbers is therefore good. But 
little money was secured from the sta- 
tion agent and section foreman. The 
original “Black Jack” gang are still 
thought to be hiding in their retreat 
in the Sierra, Madras, in old Mexico. 

The railroad company has been ex- 
pecting trouble, and had been employ- 
ing extra guards for some time past. 

KNOWN AT BISBEE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


TUCSON (Ariz.,) Dec. 10.—On the 
robber killed by Guard Jenkins was 
a letter signed Edward H. Cullen. By 
telegraphic inquiry it was learned that 
such a man was known in Bisbee and 
had recently been under arrest there. 
A United States Marshal's poss+ was in 
pursuit of the robbers within two 
hours after the attempted robbery. The 
west-bound train, due here at 2:40 
o’clock this morning, and also the 
“flyer,’’ were about two hours late be- 
cause of the occurrence. 


ANOTHER CHINESE QUESTION. 


The Treasury Department Puzzled 
by a New Case. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—A singular 
Chinese case has come to the atten- 
tion of the Treasury Department. A 
former member of the Chinese firm of 
Hong Chung & Co., merchants in New 
York, now desires to visit China and 
later return to this country. As a 
merchant he was not required to regis- 
ter under the act of 1593, but, meeting 
With business reverses, he is now com- 
pelled to perform manual labor. Under 
the regulations made pursuant to the 
provisions of our treaty with China, 
providing for the depariure and return 
of Chinese laborers, certificates of reg- 
istration must be furnished in each in- 
stafice. The matter .was referred to 
the Solicitor of the Treasury, who held 
that the Chinaman had no right to re- 
turn should he leave the country. 
Another question. invelved jin the 
case, but not yet passed upon, is 
whether the Chinaman is legally in this 
country.

MRS. M’KINLEY’S CONDITION IS 
CLEARLY WEAKER. 


Her Case Has Been Pronounced by 
the Attending Physicians a 
Very Remarkable One, 


DEATH MAY COME ANY HOUR. 


PRESIDENT McKINLEY ALMOST 
CONSTANT IN HIS VIGIL, 


An Hour Before Midnight the Fam- 
ily Had No Hopes That the In- 
valid Would Live Through 
the Night—The Latest, 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CANTON (0.,) Dee. 11.—There was prac- 
tically no change in Mrs. McKinley's condi- 
tion at 2:30 o'clock this morning, according 
to the doctor's opinion. 

' THE NINTH DAY. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CANTON (0.,) Dec. 10.—Friday marked the 
ninth day of the sickness sine» Mrs. McKin- 
ley was stricken with paralysis. [Turing these 
nine days she has taken but little nourish- 
ment, and during that period has been con- 
scious only a few times. The case has been 
pronounced by the attending physicians as a 
very remarkable one. 

Several visits were made by Dr. Phill ps to- 
day, and at each one it was reported .that 
there were clear indications that the patient 
had become decidedly weaker. Relativ s in 
attendance are forced to believe that the hour 
is near at hand, and so serious has the con- 
dition become that death has been almost 
momentarily expected for several hours. Dr. 
Phillips called at the house et 5 o'clock, when 
he found the patient so weak that evidences 
of life were barely evident. 

President McKinley has been almost con- 
Stant’in his vigil today. It was with the 
Sreatest difficulty that the relatives prevailed 
upen him to take even brief rests. It is evi- 
dent that he has realized the near approach 
of the end for the past twenty-four hours, and 
he manifests his great devotion of his mother 
by being with her all the time. 

At 11 o'clock tonight the family have no 
hopes that the aged invalid will last through 
the night, and they are sorrowfully awaiting 
the end. The President continues his vigil 
by the side of the mother that has been a 
guardian angel all through his life. His 
self-control now, however, is standing him in 
good stead. He shows but little of the deep 
emotions that are stirring his soul. 

AFTERNOON ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CANTON (0.,) Dec. 10.—Mrs. McKinley is 

much weaker this morning. Dr. Phillips 


thinks there is no probability of her remain- 


ing alive another night. 

At 10:45 this morning she was stil living 
but growing weaker.

ONE WAY TO GET RICH.

A New York Barber is Now in Jail 
Charged With Swindling, With 
More Serious Charges of Mur- 
der Hanging Over Him.

son. The charge is grand larceny and 
forgery. 

Within the past few years several o 
Zanoli’s wives have died, and as their 
lives were insured the prisoner got 
much money from the insurance com- 
panies. He had also, since 1884, col- 
lected insurance on the lives of the 
children who have died and also for 
sevegal of his deceased mothers-in-law, 
allof whom were insured. Zanoli made 
a confession, in which he admitted 
having become rich by collecting the 
insurance on his several wives, moth- 
ers-in-law and children, but insisted 
that he was in no instance guilty of 
murder, and thus far no evidence has 
been adduced to prove that his conten- 
tions in that direction are untrue. 

The prisoner says he was born in 
Wiesbaden, Germany, fifty-six years 
ago, and came to this country in 1878. 
The life insurance companies from 
which Zanoli admits having collected 
policies varying in amounts from $350 
to $1500, are the Metropolitan and the 
Prudential companies and the Knights 
and Ladies of Honor. He says that he 
is ignorant of the antecedents of his 
four wives, all of whom died, he 
claims, from natural causes. The col- 
lections from the insurance companies 
will reach $7900. Zamnoli told the de- 
tectives that he wished he had shot 
himself before being arrested. 

ACCUMULATED TESTIMONY. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—During the 
day the police accumulated a good 
deal of testimony against Zanoli which 
they “consider important. Capt. Mc- 
Cluskey, the chief of detectives, stated 
that he had discovered a barber whe 
had seen Zanoli giving his wife No. 2 
a dose of medicine. The woman died 
next day of cerebral hemorrhage. He 
also stated that Zanoli moved a short 
time ago to another locality in this 
city with the intention of getting mar- 
ried again. The woman that Zanoli 
intended to make his wife advertised 
in the papers for a husband and had 
an appointment with Zanoii at his stere 
yesterday evening. She kept the ap- 
pointment and found Zanoli in jail. The 
police also claim that Zanoli tried to 
marry another woman recently. 

Zanoli told the pclice today that his 
child, Lottie, on whose life he collected 
insurance, died from an injury on the 
head resulting from_a blow given her 
by his second wife in a fit of anger. 
Zanoli stated that his second wife 
grieved so much over. Lottie’s death 
thag he believed it caused her own 
death. Zanoli has continued to cry 
ever since he has heen locked up.

/ , tended the wives of Zanoli made state- 


ments to Police Captain McClusky toe 
night. Dr. J. W. Lyman, who attended 
Zanoli’s third wife at the time of her 
death, told Sergt. Morris that he was 
puzzled by some of the symptoms of 
the ease; that he considered Zanoli’s 
eonduct peculiar at the time. 

Dr. Lyman said he thought the wo- 
man died from apoplexy, but he never 
felt positive about the mattér. Dr. Cc. 
E. Barton, one of the attending physi- 
clans on Jennie Suhmer, the fourth 
wife, who died. August 8, this year, 
said that he examined the woman just 
previous to her initiation into the Or- 
der of [nited Friends. Zeanoli wanted

DETECTIVES GIVEN MORE TIME.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Charies Zea- 
noli, the barber who pleaded guilty to 
defjyauding an insurance company, and 
who admitted that since 1883 he had 
collected insurance on four wives, cone 
daughter and one employé, was ar- 
raigned in the Police Court again to- 
day on the charge of being a suspicious 
character, He was remanded untitil to- 
Inorrow to give the detectives time to 
investigate his reeord and to ascer- 
tain whether the lives of all the people 
whose insurance Zeandi obtained were 
lost through natural causes. Zeanoli 
asserts that all the nersons on whose 
lives he collected insurance died from 
natural causes, but admits collecting 
$555 @ an insurance policy taken out 
in his own name after he had repre- 
sented to the company that the dead 
body of an employé named Schmidt 
wos himself.

“GOVERNMENT BY COMMISSION.” 

Under the abpve headline the New 
York Tribune discusses the  proposi- 
tion which has been advanced for the 
establishment of a permanent tariff 
commission. empowered to advance or 
lower duties at its pleasure, and to 
have general supervision over the tar- 
iff schedules. The Tribune pertinently 
and caustically observes: 

“Government by commission might 
be adopted, and the principle extended 
to all departments. The President 
might appoint an executive commis- 
sion to do all his work for him. The 
courts might appoint commissions of 
jurists to relieve judges and juries of 
their duties. Legislatures might turn 
over the work of making, not only tar- 
iffs. but all laws, to commissions. 
But that would mean revolution. Un- 
der the present Constitution, it is Con- 
gress that has upower, and it alone, to 
lav and collect duties, to regulate 
commerce, and to perform similar leg- 
islative acts. And it is bound to do 
them itself. It cannot, constitution- 
ally. delegate its power to any other 
body. It may get all the expert § ad- 
viee it wants, but in the end it must 
itself do the work, and bear the -re- 
sponsibility. The remedy for evils in 
government is not in futile attempts 
to shift responsibility which cannot be 
shifted, but in the selection of more 
worthy men to exercise the constitu- 
tional functions. What is needed is 
to have members of legislatures as 
well informed and as disinterested as 
are these much-vaunted commis- 
sioners, and then to have them quit 
‘playing politics’ and attend to the es- 
sential business of the people, for 
which they will then have ample time.” 

This is essentially the view taken of 
the matter by Thnk TIMES in a recent 
article. To Congress, and.to Congress 
alone, belongs the duty of enacting, 
amending, and repealing laws. It is 
extremely doubtful if that duty can 
constitutionally be delegated to any 
commission or organization. The pro- 
posed tariff commission will never be- 
«ome an actuality. The time for “gov- 
ernment by commission” has not yet 
arrived. 


FOOTBALL IN VIRGINIA. 

While the statesmen and the com- 
mon people of various States through- 
out the Union are wrestling with the 
football question in a vague and in- 
determinate fashion, the Legislature of 
the great and puissant commonwealth 
of Virginia—erstwhile, the Mother of 
Presidents—has decided to take the 
bull by the horns (to use a figure of 
speech.) in’ order to 
actual ocular evidence whether’ the 
game is really so dangerous and de- 
moralizing as it has been represented.

The Alleged Cowboy Evangelist’s 
Wife Tells Her Troubles to the 
Police at Springfield, Mass.—An 


Oft-repented Tnle.

BOSTON, Dec. 10.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 
A young woman who said she was Mrs. Mul- 
cahy, wife of a ‘“‘cowboy” evangelist, came 
to Springfield today and asked Marshal Mc- 
Donald to help her find her husband, who 
has deserted her. She is an attractive-ap- 
pearing woman, 22 years old, and she told a 
sad story of her husband's conduct in leaving 
her penniless. 

She said he spoke in Brattleboro Monday 
evening, and that Tuesday morning he left 
her, saying he would be back within a short 
time, since which she has been unable to 
find him. She learned from a Boston and 
Maine conductor that he took the train at 
Brattleboro Tuesday, and paid his fare as far 
as Holyoke. She therefore went to Holyoke, 
but could not find him, and came to this 
city Wednesday night. She said her maiden 
name was Annie Skinner, and gave her fatn- 
er’s aqgaress as P. J. Skinner. Los Angeles, 
Cal. She was married nineteen months ago 
in old Mexico, Mulcahy being a cowboy who 
had reformed and was traveling about the 
country as an evangelist. He left her in the 
Same way some months ago in Easton, Pa., 
but she soon found him at his father’s home 
in New York.

BISCUITS IN A TRUST. 


Leading Manufactories' to 
Join Issues. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—It is more 
than possible that within the next few 
days the great bulk of the cracker and 
biscuit trade of the United States will 
be controlled by a combination of three 
corporations that now share the trade 
among themselves, says the New York 
Times. These three corporations are 
the New York Biscuit Company, the 
American Biscuit and Manufacturing 
Company, and the United States Bis- 
cuit Company. The last named com- 
pany is incorporated in Pennsylvania, 
and its headquarters are in Pittsburgh. 
The other two are incorporated in _Illi- 
nois, and have their headquarters in 
Chicago. 

It is generally supposed that the 
New York Biscuit Company will be 
the head, as it is said to have been 
the chief promoter of the combination. 
This company has for years been 
quietly its rivals. The other two big 
concerns have not been idle, but have 
been working industriously to main- 
tain a position of equality with the 
New York Biscuit Company. Each has 
acquired smaller concerns in its ter- 
ritory. The threefold process of ab- 
sorption has gone on until these great 
companies now stand without rivals 
except among themselves. The combi- 
nation now forming will put an end to 
this limited rivalry, and there will then 
be one biscuit concern that will con- 
trol the entire trade of the country. Its 
combined capital will be $25,000,000 or 
$30,000,000. The New York Biscuit Com- 
pany has a capital of $10,000,000. The 
principal offices are in this city. The 
principal officers are Henry J. Evans, 
president: George E. West, secretary, 
and G. K. Webster, treasurer, all of 
whom live in Chicago. One of the 
directors is Thomas S$. Oliver of New 
York, who is also manager of the 
Tenth-avenue factory. 

The American Biscuit Manufacturing 
Company is a Chicago concern. Its 
capital is $10,000,000. Jacob Loose is 
president: Harry F. Varies is secretary 
and William W. Shaw is treasurer. 
The United States Biscuit Company of 
Pittsburgh has a capital of about $,- 
000,000. Rumors are current to the ef- 
fect that P. D. Armour of Chicago and 
J. D. Gilmore, the baker of this city, 
were the chief promters of the organi-

zation. This has been denied at the 
office of the New York Biscuit Com- 
pany. 


Tt was learned from this company 
that the officers of the three big con- 
cerns interested in forming this com- 
hination are now in the city to com- 
plete the details of the union. All the 
prelimnary work, according to the 
comvany, has been done. The forma- 
tion of the union was bezun as soon 
as it Was mutually understood that 
three companies had «biained control 
of all the other large factories of the 
country. The headquarters of the new 
organization will prebally be estab- 
lished in this cily.

LITTLE NEW TESTIMONY. 

SECRETARY JOHNSON MAKES A 


GRAND-STAND PLAY. 


A Session in the Webb Extortion 
Case Which Was Profitless and 
Anything but Edifying—The 
Trial Continued, 


The examination of the charge of ex- 
tortion filed against School Director 
Walter L. Webb was again taken up 
by the Board of Education last night. 

The session resulted in little or no 
testimony of importance being given, 
but furnished an opportunity for At- 
torney E. A. Meserve for the defense 
to give an exhibition of his peculiar 
talents which was by no means pretty 
or edifying. In fact, Mr. Meserve kept 
the members of the board, the oppos- 
ing counsel and the chairman of the 
meeting busy calling him to order when 
he threatened witnesses or counsel, or 
asked questions couched in language 
fit only for a Barbary Coast bar-room. 

Secretary Johnson also made a 
grand-stand play, and it was a serious 
question for a time in the mines of 
many spectators whether it would not 
be better if the chairman should sus- 
pend the rules as passed by the Board 
of Education and introduce, with 
necessaly accessories, the rules of Mar- 
quis of Queensbury, in order that the 
“new” attorney for the defense and 
the secretary of the board might vént 
their pugilistic desires upon edath 
other and allow the examination to 
proceed in a decent and orderly man- 
ner. 

At the close of the session last night 
the examination of the charges against 
Webb was postponed until Tuesday 
night next at 7:30 o’clock. This was 


done because on Monday night the 


Board of Education meets in regular 
session to look after the business of 
the department. 

The regular session of the board on 
Monday will bring up an important 
question, namely, whether Webb and 
Adams, against whom charges for 
misdemeanor in office have been filed, 
not alone before the Board of Educa- 
tion, but the Superior Court’ as well, 
have a right to sit and vote as mem- 
bers. So far as Adams is concerned 
there will be no trouble, as his resig- 
nation as a member of the school board 
is, in the chairman’s hands and will 
undoubtedly be accepted on Monday 
evening. 

As to Webb it is different. He may 
insist upon occupying his place in the 
board, and taking part in its delibera- 
tions. This he can do unless the City 
Council, acting under the authority 
conferred upon it by the charter, sus- 
pends him from his office on Monday, 
pending the conclusion of the present 
investigations. The charter gives to 
the Council the power to suspend any 
officer of the city government against 
whom charges, based on misdemeanor 
in office, have been brought. 

What action will be taken in the 
matter is not known, as the Councilmén 
and Mayor refuse to discuss the ques- 
tion in advance of the meeting on 
Monday morning. 

The first witness on the stand last 
night was Prof. Phillips, principal of 
the Sentous-street. school. He was re- 
called at the request of Attorney Me- 
serve for further cross-examination. 
'“Of what school or college are youa 
graduate, professor?’ was the first 
question. 

“T qualified myself to teach at the 
State Normal Schoo! at San José. 

“Did you graduate from that school?” 

“No, sir. Vl tell you why. I was a 
poor man and had little or no money. 
I worked my way through school with 
some help from a relative. Before I 
could graduate my money gave out and 
had to quit.” 

Then the professor, in answer to 
questions, detailed how he had taught 
school in Yolo and Colusa counties, and 
finally, after ten years’ of’ work, had 
received a life diploma. He detailed his 
entrance into the schools here and 
frankly admitted that his advancement 
was probably due to the Rev. Pitman. 

Then Meserve began questioning the 
witness relative to his connection with 
Pitman’s church; learned that Phillips 
was not a member. and never had ‘been, 
but that he had given some moneys 
not more than $10, the witness thought, 
towards building the Rev. Pitman’s 
new church and had made contribu- 
tions to the plate when passed on Sun- 
days when he attended services.’ 

“Why did you give that $10 toward 
Rev. Pitman’s new church, if you were 
not a member?” asked. Meserve. 

“Why? I don’t know why, except 
that I wanted to give it. It might 
not have been as much as $10. I don’t 
remem ber.”’ 

“You didn’t give it because the Rev. 
Pitman helped you to a position?” said 
the attorney. 

“No, sir, I did not.” 

“Oh, I see,”’ said Meserve, sneeringly, 
“that $10 was to secure your position 
hereafter, not here.” 

Prof. Phillips turned at once to the 
chair. “Mr. Chairman,” he said, “I 
protest against being insulted and—” 

Before the chair could say a word 
Meserve airily waived the matter away 
with “Oh, well, never mind,” and then 
added: “Did you ever tell Secretary 
Johnson something like this: (‘I and 
my sister have been sucking the public 
teat a long time, and we want to con- 
tinue?’ ”’ 

Phillips at first refused to answer, 
but finally said he had never used any 
such language. 

‘Well,’ said Meserve, pulling himself 
together, “Did you ever tell Secre- 
tary Johnson, or did you not, in Secre- 
tary Johnson's presence, call Superin- 
tendent of Schools Foshay, ‘a —— — 
serub?’ ”’ 

In an instant Mr. PDavis and Mr. 
Gibbon were on their feet, protesting 
against the vile language used by Me- 
serve in the hearing of scores of ladies. 
Both men denounced the action of the 
attorney as uncalled for and unwar- 
ranted. 

“Mr. Chairman,” replied Meserve, un- 
abashed, “I propose to ask my ques- 
tions in my own way. I propose to 
show what kind of a man this is teach- 
ing our children,”” and then he went 
on to tell how much he abhorred the 
use of profanity, how it shocked him, 
how he thought such language Was as 
unfit for the ears of men as it was 
for women, but he insisted upon aang 
what he styled “plain’’ questions, d 
asked that the room be cleared that he 
might do so. There were objections 
Meserve was asked 
what difference it made.as to Webb’s 
guilt or innocence whether Prof. Phil- 
lips had cursed every member of the 
school department from Dan to Beer- 
sheba. His use of profanity did not 
detract from his reliabilty as a witness. 

Chairman Mathis suddenly took a 
hand in the controversy and 4was for 
once emphatic in his ruling. 7 

“Mr. Meserve,”” he said, “ if there is 
any more vile language you want to 


bring out, bring it out in the civil 


courts, not here. I cannot see what 
bearing such questions have.on. this 
case. That sort of language must not 
be repated here.”’ 

“Well, I want to know now whether 
this Woard is going to permit me to 
continue my examination as I deem it 
should be conducted. I want a de- 
cision.” 

He got it. The chair told him to go 
ahead with the examination, but with- 
eut introducing such language as he 
ha.deused. 

“Do you deny that you used the lan- 
guage about Foshay I have just re- 
peated?” he asked. 

Phillips refused to deny or affirm 
that he had used the language quoted, 
and admitted he sometimes used pro- 
fanity,. but added, ‘‘the provocation 
was very great.” 

Meserve returned to the charge, and’ 
another wrangle 
ensued, during which he announced 
that he expected to put every member 
of the Board of Education, Secretary 
Johnson, Attorney Gibbons and Judge 
Phillips on the stand before he was 
through. 

Mr. Gibbon said ‘All right,” but he 
could not see the justice of allowing 
the cross-examination of Phillips to 
proceed upon the lines indicated by 
Mr. Meserve. ‘“‘We only examined Mr. 
Phillips upon one or two points, and 
the cross-examination should be gov- 
erned entirely by the matters brought 
out on the direct examination.” 

“I propose to examine this witness 
my own way,” retorted Meserve. 
“Judge Phillips said this was not a 
court, that it was sort of a church af- 
fair, and suggested that the widest 
latitude be given both sides in getting 
at the facts in this case. That is what 
I want to do. I want to show what 
sort of a principal of a public school 
this is.” 

“Then put him on as your own rit- 
ness,” said Mr. Gibbon. “Don't” at- 
tempt to cross-examine him on things 
we did not bring out.” Kop 

“We don’t want to call a man of this 
character as our witness,”’ said Me- 
serve. 

“Mr. Chairman,” said Mr. Davis, “I 
object, strenuously object, to Mr. Me- 
serve further insulting this witness. 
He is here to answer to our subpoena, 
and is entitled to our protection. I in- 
sist that Mr. Meserve go on with the 
testimony.” 

Mr. Meserve then started In to ask 
Phillips about other conversations that 
he had had either with Secretary 
Johnson or with Webb in Johnson's 
presence. Mr. Gibbon thought there 
was too much Johnson being injected 
into the case, and suggested that the 
defense seemed to he paving the way 
for using Secretary Johnson as a Con- 
venient witness. 

Secretary Johnson saw the opportu- 
nity for a stand. play, and 
grasped it with both hands. 

“Did you call me _ convenient wit- 
ness?” he said, walking half way 
across the room toward Mr. Gibbon, as 
if he intended to attack. / 

Gibbon repeated exactly what he had 
said, and Johnson subsided, saying, 
“Well, all right. But I don’t want you 
or anybody to eall me a convenient 
witness. That don’t go. I’m not a 
convenient witness for anybody,” and 
the crowd applauded as the secretary 
took his seat, glad that they would not 
be compelled to wade out of the room 
in the gore of the counsel for the -peo- 
le, 

The cross-examination of Prof. Phil- 
lips was resumed, and he again ad- 
mitted that he had been guilty of us- 


ing profanity, but said he could re-.

Phillips went on to say, in answer to 
questions, that he had heard that Mr.

No cross-examination. 

Charles Charlton, deputy superinten- 
dent of school buildings, was next 
called. Carried verbal message from 
Axtell to Webb some day before for- 
mer testified before grand jury. Found 
Webb at his store. He said he didn’t 
see how he could go to Axtell. Witness 
told him Axtell was anxious to see him. 
Webb finally accompanied witness back 
to Spring-street school. Went into Ax- 
tell’s office with Webb and was asked 
to retire. Did so, leaving Axtell and 
Webb alone together. Axtell seemed 
to be very much worried. Since in- 
vestigation commenced had called Ax- 
tell’s attention to the conversation 
when he read his statement that he 
only talked with Webb in Board of: 
Education rooms before testifying be- 
fore the grand jury. He had never 
been to Mr. Gibbon’s office or to that 
of Judge Phillips. 

Mr. Gibbon here introduced the affi- 
davits of the testimony of Prof. Bone- 
brake and Rev. Pittman, neither of 
whom is now in the city, given at a for- 
mer trial. The defense admitted the 
witness had so testified at a former 
trial, and the affidavits were not read. 

Mr. Meserve then announced that he 
had seen Attorney Frank Davis and 
that gentleman had refused to testify, 
regardless of the fact that Axtell re- 
leased him from all bonds as an attor- 
ney in his behalf. Mr. Davis refused 
positively to tell anything that Axtell 
had told him, saying that. he believed 
his duty as an attorney prevented him 
from so doing. 

“He is right,’’ said Judge Phillips; 
“T admire Mr. Davis for the stand he 
has taken.”’ 

“So do I,” said Mr. Meserve. 

Just then Prof. Keppel came into 


the room and was at once called for 


further cross-examination. In answer 
to the question as to whether he rode 
home on the car with Prof. Phillips on 
Thursday night, he said yes. 3 


“Did you say to him that you were 


glad you were not cross-examined any 
farther? That you had heard some- 
body besides Cooper “had paid money 
to Axtell?” asked Meserve.

Commenced 


Crusade Agninst Ob- 
structors of the Sidewalks. 

The shoe dealers of the city have 
commenced a crusade for the better en- 
forcement of the sidewalk ordinance 
which forbids the obstruction ef the 
sidewalks of the city with goods, wares, 
merehandise or chattels of any kind 
whatever. 

The ordinance prescribes that the 


sidewalks shall be kept clear and un- 
obstructed from their corner edge to 
the curb.» The ordinance has been en- 
forced rather laxly by the police, the 
result being that fruit and news- 
dealers and some of the smaller stores 
have encroached more and more upon 
the sidewalks until they have become 
almost impassable in some sections. 

Partiality in the enforcement of the 
ordinance is charged against some of- 
ficers, who, it is alleged, hardly give. 
some merchants a chance to load 
unload goods across the sidewal. - 
While others are permitted to litter the 
sidewalk all day long with their w ares, 
unmoalested. 

The correction of this abuse is de- 
manded. and Chief of Polite Glass has 
promised to see that the ordinance is 
hereafter enforced to the letter, with- 
eut respect of person. 

aA committee of shoe merchants con- 
sisting of L. W. Godin, C. N. Water- 
man, S. Maas, W. &. Cummings, P. A, 
Kelly and C. C. Crippen waited upon 
Chief Glass yesterday morning to call 
his attention to the non-enforcement 
of the ordinance and to ask that he 
take steps to see that al] merchants 
be compelled to Keep their goods off the 
sidewalks.

Ocean Power. 


EFERENCE has already been 

made in this department to a 

wave motor, upon which work 

has been under way for some 
months near Redondo. As The Times 
has said the true test of the possibili- 
ties of this new invention would be 
discovered whenever it should be sub- 
jected to very rough weather. Many 
wave motors have been invented, and 
have worked well, in comparatively 
smooth waters, but have gone to pieces 
in a storm. On Wednesday last the 
ocean was so rough off Redondo that a 
yessel was wrecked there. This was a 
good opportunity to see what the motor 
can do. 

A party of Los Angeles and Pasadena 
ladies and gentlemen went down to Po- 
tencia Beach on Wednesday of last 
week to see the motor in operation. 
Upon the arrival of the party measure- 
ments were taken as to the water dis- 
placement of the floats, areas of pis- 
tons and the sizes and dimensions of 
the different features necessary in com- 
puting the horse power generated by 
the machine when in operation, after 
which the floats were lowered into the 
water, beginning work at once. The 
movements of the different parts were 
all carefully noted and_ recorded. It 
was found that the piston travel of each 
float averaged 11.2 feet per minute, 
Which represented 3.7 horse power per 
float, developed and demonstrated at 
the Pelton water wheel, and used to 
run a dynamo, which made several 
lights, also for operating a cross-cut 
saw. 

After watching the machine work for 
probably a couple of hours the party 


were permitted to enjoy a sight not 


down on the programme. The wind be- 
gan to blow in a furious manner, the 
waves became violent, and soon the 
party realized the fact that a storm 
was on—the traditional storm com- 
monly associated with wave motors— 
on. which a storm has always been suc-" 
cessful in scattering the motor along 
the beach. The plant was in actual 
operation during all this storm. Great 
billows rolled up and rushed with ter- 
rific impact against the motor floats 
and enveloped them in a cloud of boil- 
ing foam but still og | did steady work 
and continued to do it up till the time 
vs the departure of the‘party for the 
city. 

The mechanism on top of the motor 
wharf developing the power worked on 
just as steadily as a _ well-regulated 
steam plant, generating lights and 
maintaining a constant pressure of 
about 150 pounds per square inch. It 
is a curious fact that the power devel- 
oped during the storm was only .4 of a 
horse power more than during the 
calmest days of the previous weck, 
which speaks volumes for the self-reg- 
ulating properties of this motor. 

The motor is now being subjected to 
a ten days’ test, to. demonstrate its 
efficiency and economy, as a requisite 
of the installing of a large plant that 


“will develop several thousand horse 


power, with a view of supplying elec- 
tric power’and lights to this city. So 
far, the test to which this motor has 
been subjected satisfies the interested 
parties, both as to its ability to weather 
our heaviest storms, and its efficiency 
in transforming the intermittent powet 
in the ocean waves into a constant, 
steady power, available for any kind of 
mechanical purpose. 

The projectors of the enterprise fur- 
ther assert that power created by 
means of this motor and delivered in 
Los Angeles will cost less than one-half 
the amount it now costs when gene- 
rated by steam. : 

The exclusive right to use this motor 
in Los Angeles county has been ac- 
quired by the Los Angeles Ocean Power 
Company, a local corporation, which 
has contracted to pay an annual roy- 
alty on each horse power created by 
means of the motor. 

The local company has secured a 
strip of ocean frontage nearly two 
miles in length and half a mile in 
width, from the Redondo Land Com- 
pany, about four miles north of Re- 
dondo, at the nearest point dn the 
coast to Los Angeles. The Redondo 
branch of the Santa Fé road runs 
through this tract, and a railroad sta- 
tion has been established thereon, to 
which the name Potencia (Spanish 
word for power) has been appropriately 
given. The projectors expect to build 
up large manufacturing establishments 
at this point, inquiries already having 
been received from two different par- 
ties endeavoring to secure locations 
for glass works and from another for 
a large ice plant. 

Should power from this source be 
delivered in Los Angeles at reasdnable 
rates, the manufacturers of this city 
will then have the choice between 
three sources of cheap power, namely, 
petroleum, electricity from the moun- 
tain streams, and electric power from 


the ocean.

Flourishing Buena Park, 

UENA PARK is a live and 

busy place, situated close to 

the line between Los Angeles 
and Orange county. A large quan- 
tity of sugar beets are raised there, 
and the dairy interests are pros- 
perous and growing rapidly. Quite a 
number of new buildings are being 
erected this year. During the beet 
season, from July to December, it is 
quite frequent to see a string of teams 
a half a mile long delivering beets. 

The condensed milk factory owned 
by Bixby & Co., is doing a fine busi- 
ness. From sixty to seventy farmers 
deliver their milk at this place every 
morning, and the demand for milk of 
late has been greater than the supply. 
The factory employs about ten men 
and fifteen girls. This factory does 
over four times the business it did a 
vear and a half ago. The cans are 
made there. ¥ 
Buena Park is the center of a large 

tract of sugar-beet land. Fifteen 
thousand tons were shipped and about 
18,000 tons more from places above and 
below that point, during this year. 
The large and beautiful ranch of F. W. 
Emery of New York City, one of the 
finest places in Southern Californja, is 
on one side of Buena Park, and close 
to this is the well-known place of Mr. 
McNally of Chicago. , Both of these 
ranches are set to lemons, oranges, 
grape fruit and olives, and are abun- 
dantly supplied with artesian wells, 
reservoirs, fountains, etc., and are 
worth visiting. 


Road to Calabasas, 


ALABASAS is a somewhat out-of- 
the-way section of Los Angeles 
county, which has come into no- 
tice .on several occasions during the 
past few years on account of the 
feuds which occasionally break out be- 
tween citizens of the place, and have 
to be adjudicated in the courts. The 


section is a fertile one, raising a large 
amount of miscellaneous farm produce, 
and has been sadly in need of better 
communication with the outsfde world. 
A short time ago the Supervisors com- 
menced work upon a road from Cala- 
basas to Santa Monica, which is now 
approaching completion. Ten citizens 
of Calabasas. have offered to do the 
work for $200. This road will bring 
Calabasas within twelve miles’ drive 
of Santa Monica, while heretofore the 
nearest trading place has been Los 
Angeles, to reach which it has been 
necessary to travel about? forty miles. 
* 


A New Pepper Tree. 


MONG the most popular shade 

trees in Southern California is the 

pepper. There are, however, some 
drawbacks to the general use of the 
tree. On the grounds of the forestry 
experiment station near Santa Monica 
are a number of young pepper trees of 
a kind hitherto unknown to this coun- 
try, concerning which the Santa Mon- 
ica Outlook gives the following de- 
scrintion: 

“The new pepper tree is closely re- 
lated to this commonly Known one, as 
is plainly indicated by its scientific 
name, terebinthifolius. It 
comes, however, from the other side of 
the South American continent, being 
a native of Brazil. A little of the 
seed was obtained from that country 
by the State University last year, and 
the plants at the forestry station were 
raised from it. 

“The two peppers have many points 
in common. They grow to about the 
same size, and with equal rapidity un- 
der similar conditions. Schinus tere- 
binthifolius, however, is said to make 
a much more symmetrical tree, and 
its foliage is quite different from that 
of the common pepper, the leaves be- 
ing shorter, broader, darker colored 
and less drooping. These differences 
should make the general aspect of the 
new tree decidedly superior to that of 
the common one. The young trees at 
the forestry station are too small yet 
to base any judgment upon, but they 
promise exceedingly well, and those 
who have seen large trees of this kind 
abroad are unanimous in declaring its 
superiority. On the Mediterranean 
coast of Northern Africa, where both 
the Schinus molle and Schinus tere- 
binthifolius have been largely planted 
by the French government, the latter 
is much preferred as an ornamental 
and shade tree. 

“As the pepper trees mature early, 
it will be but a few years until the 
State University will be able to dis- 
tribute seed, and possibly also plants 
of this new tree, soithat it may be tried 
extensively all over the State, and its 
limits of endurance in our varied cli- 
mate thoroughly tested. From al 
that can be learned at present, it bids 
fair to prove a valuable acquisition to 


the State.’’ 


A Wharf for Santa Monica, 


T LAST Santa Monica is to have 

a pleasure wharf, plans having 

- been prepared by Architect Strange 
of this city. The wharf is designed to 


extend directly from the beach at @ 


point near the North Beach bath-house. 
It is to be half a mile in length, and ai 
its outer end is to be a breakwater 
made of piling. This breakwater is 
intended to be 800 feet in length, and is 
to lie at right angles from the pier. 
The piling of the breakwater is to be 
sufficiently compact to check the force 
of the waves. 

The plans provide for a pavilion, to 
be erected over and about the point 
whére the breakwater and the wharf 
proper come together. Thise pavilion 
is to be sixteen-sided, or practically 
circular. Jutting out from one side it 
is provided wih seats arranged in am- 
phitheater form. The amphitheater is 
to be 100 feet in diameter, and around 
the outside is to be a veranda sixteen 
feet wide. On the wharf will be boat- 
houses and other accessories.

Home-made Fruit Dryer, 


OME years ago there was quite a 
boom in artificial fruit drying in 
California, but of late not much has 
been done in this direction, at least not 
in Southern California. The losses that 
have been sustained from early rains 
during the past season have again led 
many fruit growers to look with favor 
on artificial fruit dryers. S. Fairburn 
of Burbank constructed a fruit dryer 
on his place this season which proved 
very successful during the close of 
the fruit season, when the weather was 
damp and the sky cloudy. The Califor- 
nia Cultivator gives the following de- 
scription of Mr. Fairburn’s dryer: 
“The dryer is 10x16 feet- dnd 12 feet 
high, the upper five feet being used as 
a temporary storeroom, having a tight 
floor. There are two sets of double 
doors on the sides. It holds 168 trays, 
4x4 feet, which makes 1500 pounds of 
dried fruit and takes thirty-six hours 
to dry it. There are three 4x6-inch 
ventilating openings in front for the air 
to enter. It is heated by a furnace 
214%4x5 feet in size, made of brick and 
covered with a _ three-quarter-inch 
thickness of sheet iron. One brick in 
width is used. An iron pipe twelve 
inches in diameter conducts the smoke 
from the back of the furnace along 
the ground to the back of the dryer and 
into a brick chimney constructed out- 
side and touching the building. The 
pipe radiates heat; but the most heat 
being directed over the furnace, two 
pieces of sheet iron, 2%x5 feet, are 
placed on the sides of it to protect the 
nearest trays of fruit. Gum wood and 
orchard prunings are used for fuel. The 
— in the dryer varies from 130 to 1806 
eg. 
“Mr. Fairburn dries over a ton per 
acre from six or seven acres of four- 
year-old peaches and apricot trees.” 


Making Olive Oil, 

R. M’EWEN, who bought the 

Howland olive-oil mill at Pomona, 

reports that he has made 2000 gal- 
lons of oil, and has already sold 1500 
gallons. Next year Mr. McEwen will 
put in another crusher and roller, and 
will be prepared to handle a large 
quantity of olives. He jis arranging 
for new bottles and labels, and will 
make a large exhibit at the Los Ange- 
les Chamber of Commerce,

Beet Sugar in California, | 
HANDSOME tribute to the heet- 
sugar possibilities of California is 
paid by that conservative journal, 

the Scientific American, which says: 
“The eyes of capitalists are at pres- 
ent turned upon California and New 
Mexico, and until they have their quota 
of beet-sugar factories, it looks as if the 


progress of the industry in other States 
would be slow, unless local capital 


takes the thing in hand, as has been 
In 
other words, while the industry is 
bopne to develop, and develop with 


the case in Utah and New York. 


as great rapidity as proper caution will 
allow, the capitalist who has half a 
million dollars or so to invest in a 
beet-sugar plant will naturally choose 
What seem to be the most-favored 
Spots, so long as they last, and profit 
by the pioneer work of others, rather 
than undertake it himself. 

“Southern California makes even 
greater claims for superiority. It 
has a wealth of sunshine, considerable 
moisture from sea and mountains, and 
a goodly store of subterranean water, 
but is not drought-proof, and may 
eventually be obliged to irrigate cer- 
tain of its lands. However, six years 
of work at Chino have proved the pos- 
sibility of raising big crops of rich 
beets there in an average season, and 
that the wiseacres who insisted that 
proper culture was practical only ina 
temperate climate were greatly mis- 
taken. ‘Therefore unless other difficul- 
ties arise the Chinoand Los Alamitos 
plants—each thirty-odd miles from Los 
Angeles—are the nucleus of what is 
destined to become a big’ sugar-pro- 
ducing district.”’ 

In this connection the Santa TPar- 
bara Independent states that a San 
Francisco company is making another 
proposition to the farmers in northern 
Santa Barbara county. They have split 
the proposed subsidy in two, and now 
ask for only 2500 acres. This is more 
reasonable, but it is not yet announced 
that the modest request has’ been 
granted.

Inyo County Marble. 


HE plens for the new postoffice to 

be erected in San Francisco on the 

Seventh and Mission-street site, 
were drawn in contemplation of a mar- 
ble building. The . astonishing state- 
ment has been made and published 
that there is not sufficient marble in 
California to build such a structure. 
The marble-quarry owners are amazed 
at the assertion. To make matters 
worse, the story of the inability of this 
State to furnish the necessary marble 
is attributed to the San Francisco 
Board of Trade. 

Julius Jacobs, who was one of the 
prime movers in the development of 
the Inyo quarries, and was at one time 
president of the company, cannot pre- 
tend to say in whose interest the re- 
ports against Inyo marble were made, 
but he knows that they are false and 
erroneous to the verge of silliness. Mr. 
Jacobs is reported as follows on this 
subject in the San Francisco Examiner: 

“T cannot say how the colored man 
got into the woodpile, but he is there. 
Without counting the Inyo quarry 
there are at least three other quarries 
in this State any one of which would 
furnish all the marble for the postoffice 
ten times over. Col. Hergot, an Eng- 
lish expert, who inspected the Inyo 
quarry, said that the Carrara quaries, 
which have been worked for 2000 years, 
are a mere speck compared to. our 
quarries. There is’ enough marble of 
the very finest quality in the world 
at Inyo to build every public building 
in the United States and to rebuild 
London of nothing else but marble. 

‘This is no exaggeration; the quar- 
ries are miles in extent and the moun- 
tains rise thousands of feet in height, 
while of the depth below ground we 
have no knowledge. 

“So far as the development of these 
quarries is concerned, that is a matter 
of time. We have spent over $300,000 
so far, and with a contract for such a 
building as the postoffice the facilities 
would be and could be greatly in- 
creased. A Mr. Roberts, who was sent 
out here from Washington, D. C., re- 
ported that two-thirds of the stone had 
to be cut away before the required 
blocks could be obtained. What does 
this matter, provided the blocks are 
obtained? The government would not 
pay for the waste in any event. If we 
had as little marble as the eastern 
quarries we would be forced to adopt 
their very saving means of quarrying— 
cutting out every block—but we have 
not at present the means and have to 
take cheaper, less careful methods and 
can afford the waste. When the quar- 
ries are better developed our methods 
will be better. It is in such an oppor- 
tunity as the building of a postoffice 
that the chances for development are 
offered. 

“In crushing strength Inyo marble 
stands 34,000 pounds to the square inch, 
Italian marble 10,000, Vermont 8000. In 
the matter of absorption of moisture, 
which means capacity to withstand 
disintegration, Inyo takes up but .011 


sorb from 1 to 25 per cent. There is 
not the faintest doubt that if the Inyo 
Marble Company. gets the contract and 
the original plans of the architect are 
carried out, all the marble of the finest 
quality in the world will be supplied 
and the structure will be worthy of the 
State and as beautiful as statuary 
marble can make it. I know of no one 
who is interested in supplanting marble 
with granite, but of the undesirability 
and the lack of necessity of such a 
change, there cannot be two opinions.” 

In this connection it should be noted 
that there°are valuable deposits of 
marble at several other places in 
Southern California, notably at Colton 
and near Victor, in San Bernardino 
county, and in Antelope Valley, in this 
county. It is certainly difficult to un- 
derstand why the stone for the con- 
Struction of the San Francisco post- 
office should be brought from without 
the State, unless it is for the purpose 
of putting money into the pockets of 
some eastern quarrymen. 


San Diego Water Systems. 

N ANY country where the average 

annual rainfall is less than twenty 

inches, all grain and fruit crops are 
either not sure or impossible. Given. 
a country of such a character, with 
a high range of mountains, where- 
on the rainfall is thirty-six inches, 
and the problem for the farm- 
ers is to save and bring that im- 
mense quantity of water down on the 
valley lands. This is the case in San 
Diego county. At present there are 
seven irrigating systems in the county. 
Three are in operation, two are being 
constructed, and two are getting ready 
to begin work. The San Diego Drift 
gives the following interesting con- 
densed description of the present status 
of these irrigation systems: 

THE SAN LUIS REY SYSTEM.— 
The Warner reservoir has a watershed 
of 210 square miles all in the best rain 
belt in the county. The reservoir site, 
everything considered, is probably the 
best.in the world. 

“The elevation at the base of the dam 
is 2613 feet. A dam 100 feet high will 
impound 13,273 miners’ inches of water 
in perpetual flow, and, when desired, 
by raising the dam to a height of 150 
feet, enough water can be stored dur- 
ing the years of heavy rains, to insure 
a supply of 30,000 inches every year. At 
the rate of one inch of water to each 
ten acres of land, which experience 
teaches is about right, this immense 
supply of water would be sufficient to 
irrigate 300,000 acres. North of San 
Diego River there is more than this 
amount of land, all good soil, and in 
the frostless belt, so fruits or valuable 
products of any kind can be raised 
thereon. This enterprise offers splen- 
did opportunities for the development 
of electric power. Over 40,000 horse 
power can be developed from the water 
impounded by a dam 100 feet high, and 
with a perpetual flow of 30,000 inches 
over 100,000 horse power could be de- 
veloped. 

“ESCONDIDO.—This is one of the 
successful irrigating districts organized 
under the Wright law. The district in- 
cludes . 13,000 acres in the Escondido 


The water is taken from the San Luis 
Rey River, twenty-seven miles away. 
An eighty-foot dam impounds 1,500,000, - 
000 gallons. 

“SANTA YSABEL.—This system is 
owned by a Julian syndicate, and is be- 
ing constructed. It will take water 
from Santa Ysabel Creek to irrigate the 
following valleys: Ballena, 2000 acres; 
MeIntosh, 500; Santa Maria, 13,000; 
Santa Vicente, 3500. They will also 
hydraulic 500 acres of placers (gold- 
bearing) in Ballena Valley. An eighty- 
foot dam will impound three billions of 
gallons. 

“LINDA VISTA.—This is an irriga- 
iion® district established under the 
Wright law, and has 42,000 acres of 
land, located just north of and partly 
in San Diego city. It owns reservoir 
sites in Pamo Valley, and rights-of- 
way for pipe lines thereto. Construc- 
tion was long delayed pending the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court on the Wright law. ‘ The decision 
was favorable, and work will begin 
soon.”’ 

“CTTYAMACA—This magnificent sys- 
tem includes a reservoir on Cuyamaca 
grant at an elevation of 4600 feet, in- 
closing an area of 1000 acres, impound- 
ing four billions of gallons. A two and 
one-half foot wooden flume, open and 
piped, conveys water for San Diego 
city, fifty-five miles away, and inter- 
mediate points. The same company is 
constructing a dam to make a grand 
reservoir of Pine Valley. They also 
have a reservoir at La Mesa. In 1595 
a sixty-foot dam impounded 390,000,000 
gallons. In 1896, fifteen feet was added, 
increasing the capacity to 758,000,000 
gallons. 

“SWEETWATER—The works of this 
system are a monument to engineering 
skill. A masonry dam eighty-five feet 
high impounds 6,000,000,000 gallons of 


increase of several hundred in 1896, 
and supply National City and Chula 
Vista. Over five miles of new pipe 
were laid in 1896, and a maximum of 
16,000,000 gallons per twenty-four 
hours was delivered. There are 1014 
services. 

“MORENA—This great system is be- 
ing developed by the Southern Califor- 
nia Mountain Water Company, E. §. 
‘ Babcock, president. It has four reser- 
voirs. The Morena, forty-two miles 
east of San Diego city: the Barrett 
reservoir, thirtv-four miles east; the 
» Upper Otay, sixteen miles east, and 
the Lower Otay, seventeen miles south- 
east. The total catchment area is 350 
square miles. The total storage ca- 
pacity of 7000 miners’ inches. The dams 
at Morena and Lower Otay are now be- 
ing constructed, the dams at Upper 
Otay and Barrett have been built. 
The following irrigable acreags lies 
under this system:

Sheep in New Mexico, 
N THE phenomenal rise of prices 
of all kinds of agricultural products, 
wool and wheat are the two which 
have experienced the greatest increase 
over last year. The increase in the 


price df wool has been about 100 per 


cent., and as the increase in the price 
of lambs and sheep has been almost as 
remarkable, the benefit to New Mexico 
has been beyond estimate, as the wool 
industry easily leads all others in the 
Territory. The Prescott (Ariz.) Journal 
Miner says: 

“Last year fall and spring wool sold 
at prices ranging from 6 to 7% cents 
per pound. This year spring wool sold 
for an average of about 12% cents, and 
the fall wool for an average of 15% 
cents, and some of the spring wool, 
which was sold this fall, brought as 
high as 18 cents. Nor was this by any 
means all. Lambs which brought in 
the market $1 last year brought $1.75. 
The extent of the wool industry has not 
diminished any since last year, so the 
benefit derived from this industry to 
the people of the Territory is very near 
to 100 per cent. 

“In speaking of the wool industry in 
New Mexico this year the Wool Record 
of New York says: 

‘It ig said that the wool clip in New 
Mexico this year has been 15,000,000 
pounds, which has been sold at an 
average of 19 cents a pound, or $1,500,- 
000. It is estimated that the number of 
lambs sold for northern ranges is 
1,000,000, bringing an average of $2, or 
$2,000,000 for all sold. As the entire pop- 
ulation of the Territory, including In- 
dians, !s only about 150,900, it will be 
seen that the sheep alone in New Mex- 
ico have put into circulation there a * 
=, capita circulation of more than 


“The above is @ very conservative — 
estimate, as will be seen from the fact 
that the average price is given as low 
as 10 cents, while every wool-dealer in 
this city knows that the average price 
has been nearer 14 cents than 10 cents, 

In speaking of the increased wealth 
of the Territory from the increase in 
the price of the sheep now in the Terri- 
tory. the Wool Record says: 

"The sheep of New Mexico are esti- 
mated to be worth $10,000,000. Last year 
they were worth less than half this 
amount.’ 

“The disastrously low prices received 
for wool during the past four years 
resulted ina great decrease of the 
flocks which for centuries have grazed 
on the hills and in the valleys of New 
Mexico. Thus when the revival in 
prices came, the sheep-raisers were not 
in position to derive the greatest ben- 
efit from it, owing to the diminished 
quantity of the clip. Last year prac- 
tically all the lambs, ewes as well as 
wethers, were sent to the shambles. 
This year the increase in lambs was 
about 95 per cent., and only the wethers 
have been sold for meat, and the ewes 
have been kept in the Territory to 
swell the number of the sheep already 
here. The census taken in 1896 gave 


‘New Mexico about 2.750,000 sheep and 


practical sheep men estimated that 
this number will be increased to 3,500,- 
000 by next year. : 

“So the future prospects for the 
sheepindustry inthisTerritory are very 
rosy. Already persons are abandoning 
other occupations, such “as cattle-rais- 
ing, to engage in the more profitable 
enterprise of raising sheep. There is 
ample room, too, for the sheep industry 
to spread out in, as the Territory has 
55,000,000 acres adapted to sheep-raising 
on which it is estimated that 110,000, 
sheep could be maintained.” 


Ventura Beet-sugar Factory.

It will be a surprise to many to learn 
that Phoenix has already shipped so 
large an amount of oranges this sea- 
son. The Gazette says: 

“The prices so far have been very 
satisfactory, although some shippers 
have not received as much for their 
fruit as they paid. All the dealers 
are looking for a slump in prices be- 
fore Christmas. This is principally due 
to the amount of green fruit that has 
been dumped on the eastern market. 
Some of this stuff has been rejected, 
and other lots will of necessity bring 
very low prices. 

“There is a great scarcity of cars at 
present, and shippers will lose some 
good orders at assured high prices if 
arrangements for transportation are 
not made at once. 

“It is probable that after this week 
shipments will begin to lighten up until 
about the middle of January, when en 
active demand is predicted.”

CITY’S CLAIM OF TITLE TO A

A number of San Pedro-street prop- 
erty-owners are urging an appeal from 
a recent Superior Court decision in 
which the city’s claim of title toa strip 
of land bordering on San Pedro street, 
was denied.

it has transpired that the defeat of 
the fire bonds last Tuesday was largely 
due to the efforts of some of the land- 
lords who lease to the city the build- 
ings now occupied as fire-engine houses, 
If the bonds had carried the city would | 
have purchased lots and erected new.

Affidavits were filed by four 
jurors who served with McIntyre, in 
which the latter is charged with hav- | 
ing represented that Judge Smith had 
expressed himself as satisfied that. 
Compton was innocent, and wanted the | 
jury to acquit him. These representa- 
tions, it is allered, were made for the 
purpose of influencing the jurors to 
stand in with McIntyre for acayittal.

HOW IT WAS DONK. 


INTERESTED PROPERTY-OWNERS 
DEFEATED THE FIRE BONDS. 


Landlords Owning the Present En- 
gBine Houses Did not Wish to 
Lose the City for Tenant and 
Drummed Up Votes to Defeat 
the Bonds. 


The defeat of the fire bonds in last 
Tuesday's election excited much sur- 
prise, inasmuch as it had been gen- 
erally supposed that no serious oppo- 
sition to the bonds would be encoun- 


When the result of the election became 
known, the popular explanation was 
that the fire bonds were dragged down 
by the school bonds, which. were fore- 
doomed to defeat because of the Board 
of Education scandal. There was, how- 
ever, another and more decisive agency 
at work and to it the rejection of the 
fire bonds is probably to be attributed. 

Under the provisions of the city 
charter, it requires two-thirds of all the 
votes cast at an election to order an 
issue of bonds. While the school bonds 
were defeated by the decisive vote of 
1271 votes against and 541 votes for the 
bonds, the fire bonds were defeated by 
@ very narrow margin. Of 1949 votes 
cast on the fire-bond proposition, 1207 
were for issuing the bonds, or only 
minety-three votes less than the re- 
quisite two-thirds. 

One of the chief purposes far which 
it was proposed that the bonds should 
be used was the purchase of lots in 
various parts of the city, and the erec- 
tion thereon of fire-engine houses. This 
plan would effect an annual saving 
to the city of $8000 now paid 
Of course the erection of new 
would entail the vacation of those now 
occupied under leases. The owners of 
these buildings looked with much dis-. 
favor upon the proposed bond issue, | 
since its immediate consequence would | 
be the loss of the city as a tenant. | 
The city is a desirable tenant, as it | 
usually pays a liberal rent, and makes | 
few demands upon the landlord. It is | 
learned that several of these property- 
owners quietly set to work to drum up 
votes against the bonds. The task of 
defeating the bonds was an easy one. 
As usual in bond elections, the vote 
was exceedingly light, amounting to : 
jess than 10 per cent. of the registra- 
tion. To the usual reluctance of the. 
taxpayers to vote for bond issues was. 
added the general feeling of distrust. | 
engendered by the school board revela- , 
tions. Very little effort was required. 
The interested property-owners§ suc- 
ceeded in bringing out enough negative | 
votes to defeat the issue. As Stated, | 
the bonds lacked only ninety-three | 
votes of the requisite two-thirds. 

The result is largely due to the apathy 
of the great mass of voters, who 
showed a decided indifference as to the 
issue of the election. Their fallure to 
vote made it possible for a few of the 
interested property-owners to defeat a 
measure which, had it passed, would 
not only have made an annual saving 
in the expenditures of the fire de- 
partment, but it would have resulted 
in giving to the outlying parts of the 
city a proteéetion against fires which 
they are now almost wholly without.

A DUBIOUS CASE, 


Suit Involving the City’s Title to a 
* Strip of Ground. 

The Council has been urged by San 
Pedro-street property-owners to  in- 
struct the City Attorney to take an 
appeal from the decision recently ren- 
dered in the Superior Court in the 
case of the city of Los Angeles vs. W.

ARRESTEDFURCONTEMPT 


JUROR McINTYRE MUST EXPLAIN 
HIS ACTIONS. 


Fellow-jurors Who Swear He At- 
, tempted to Influence Their 
Votes Upon the Representation 
That Judge Smith Wanted Comp- 
ton Acquitted. 


At noon yesterday, C. I. McIntyre 
was brought into Judge Smith’s court 
by Under Sheriff Clement, under arrest 
upon a bench warrant for contempt of 
court. His bonds were fixed at $500, 


which were promptly furnished, and the 
hearing will take place before Judge 
Allen in Department Six this morning 
at 10 

The warrant upon which McIntyre 
Was arrested was issued upon affidavits 
of four jurors. who served with McIn- 
tyre in the Compton forgery case, in 
Which McIntyre is said to have at- 
tempted to influence the votes of his 
fellow-jurors by misquoting and mis- 
representing certain statements alleged 
to have been made by Judge Smith and 
Bailiff Marsh. These representations 
by McIntyre were to the effect that 
both of the above officers of the court 
had expressed themselves as thoroughly 
satisfied as to Compton’s innocence, so 
the affiants state. 

The jurors who made out the affidav- 
its against McIntyre are Richard 
Quinn,George A. Longfellow, E.M. Mill- 
sap and H. B. Trinble. Richard 
Quinn's affidavit is as follows: 

“. « « While being and acting as a 
juror, in said cause as aforesaid, I was 


walking with one C. I. McIntyre, an-. 


other member of the same jury on one 
of the days of the second week on 
said trial. McIntyre said to me, ‘Now, 
on the square, I want to tell you—You 
saw Judge Smith and I walking down 
the street together at noon?’ and I 
answered ‘yes.’ Then McIntyre said 
that Judge Smith told him that Comp- 
ton was not guilty. I did not wish to 
have any conversation with him about 
the case until it was finally submitted, 
and I made no answer to his remark. 
I am. -informed that McIntyre told 
some of the other members of the jury 
the same thing.” 

George A. Longfellow, who entered 
the charge of attempted bribery 
against F. R. Nicholson, also files an 
affidavit concerning McIntyre’s conduct 
during the trial. He says: 

“On the evening of the 8d of Decem- 
ber, 1897, after the case had been sub- 
mitted by the court to the jury and 
while the same was under considera- 
tion, one C. I. McIntyre, another mem- 
ber of the jury, called me from the 
courtroom of Department One, where 
we were then considering the case, and 
as we had about given up for the day 
and were preparing to retire, he said 
tome: ‘Can you keep a secret?’ I said 
‘It is, according to what kind of a 
secret it is.’ He said, ‘I got it straight 
from Marsh (bailiff) that Judge Smith. 
told him that he believed that Comp- 
ton was innocent and wanted us to 
acquit him.’ I said, ‘I don’t believe it 
and wouldn’t unless Judge Smith told 
me himself.’ I then left the room, and 
had no further conversation with Mc- 
-‘Intyre in regard to the case.” 

“Juror T. M. Millsap’s affidavit follows, 
in which the affiant states that on De- 
cember 3, after the case had been sub- 
mitted to the jury, McIntyre called 
him aside and stated that Bailiff 
Marsh had told him that Compton was 
not guilty, but that Howard was the 
man. McIntyre also said that he was 
convinced that Judge Smith did not 
want Compton convicted and that he 
knew what he was talking about.” 

Juror H. B. Trimble was told by Mc- 
Intyre on the same day, according to 
Trimble’s affidavit, that Bailiff Marsh 
had told him that Compton was not 
guilty and that Judge Smith was of the 
same opinion.

SEPULVEDA QUARREL SETTLED. 


The Big Suit Promptly Settled by 
Judge Van Dyke. 

The litigation over the Sepulveda es- 
tate was brought to a sudden close 
yesterday afternoon by Judge Van 
Dyke, who rendered a deciscion in fa- 
vor of the defendant, Ramon D. Se- 
pulveda, immediately after the argu- 
ments and without leaving the bench. 

The suit was an important one in 
that it involved the title to nearly all 
of the townsite of San Pedro, which or- 
iginally wae a part of the old Sepul- 
veda estate. 

The action was brought by H. B. 
Abila, as administrator of the estate of 
Maria Elizalde de Sepulveda, who came 
into possession of the property upon 
the death of her husband, José Diego 
Sepulveda, in 1891. The husband had 
bequeathed to his wife a life estate in 
all his landed possessions, which were 
known as the Rancho Palos Verdes. 
Upon her death the estat¢ was to fall 
to the five children, each one to share 
and share alike. In the event of the 
death of one or more of the children 
the property was to be divided pro rata 
among the survivors. Two sons died 
soon after ‘the father, and under the 
provisions of the will the widow of José 
fell into possession of twelve 
one - hundred-and-fiftieths of the 
estate in her own right. In 
1891, shortly before her death, Maria 
Elizalde de Sepulveda deeded this in- 
terest to one of her sons, Ramon, the 
leading defendant in the case just de- 
cided, and vested her life estate in the 
balance of the property in another son, 
A. W. Sepulveda. 

Not until 1895 was any question 
raised as to the legality of these trans- 
actions. Then H. B. Abila, as adminis- 
trator of the deceased woman’s estate, 
-brought suit against Ramon to have 
set aside the deed to the property fall- 
ing to his mother through the death of 
the two sons mentioned. It was al- 
leged that at the time the deed was 
executed Maria Sepulveda was of un- 
sound mind and that Ramon had influ- 
enced her into making the transfer. 

At the trial of the case, which has 
been in progress-~before--Judge Van 
Dyke for several days, it was proven 
that the old lady was perfectly well 
and sound up to.a few days before 
her death and that had @isposed ‘of 
her life estate interest and actual in-‘ 
terest in the property in order that no 
dispute might arise after her death.

Jail-breaker H. S. Oliver, who has 
been at large for nearly three years, 
was captured at the residence of his 
brother at No. 131 Bloom street, yes- 
terday by Deputy Sheriffs Woodward 
and Barnhill, and is now in the County 
Jail.

McIntyre now freely @mits that he 
visited the office of W. A. Shinn, 
Esq., Compton’s attorney, during the 
trial. When he was first accused of 
having done so, three or fours days 
ago, he emphatically denied it. 

If McIntyre keeps his word there 
will be several sensational disclosures 
at the proceedings in Judge Alilen’s 
court this morning. He says ‘there is 
a whole lot behind this thing,” and 
that he is going to tell what he knows. 
In the presence of a reporter yester- 
day afternoon he declared that there 
was more than one whose connection 
with the Compton case would be decid- 
edly interesting when exposed, and that 
he would not hesitate a minute to ex- 
pose them. 

Now that MclIntyre’s actions while 
on the jury are to be publicly investi- 
gated, the men who sat with him in 
the Compton case are more free to ex- 
press themselves. 

“Tl never saw such an obstinate man 
in my life,” said one of the jurors yes- 
terday evening. “McIntyre would not 
argue, nor would he listen to argument 
during the long hours that we were 
out. He would merely say ‘I don’t be- 
lieve that man Ware; I am satisfied 
that he did not tell the truth.’ That’s 
all he would gay. So the rest of us, 
who were unanimous for conviction, 
sat around and talked and smoke and 
read. Once in a while we would take 
a vote, just for the fun of it more than 
anything else, and the same old stor A 
eleven to one, was repeated. We would 
argue—or try to argue—with McIntyre 
concerning Ware's evidence, and en- 
deavor to prove to him that évery im- 
portant statement made by Ware on 
the stand had been fully corroborated. 
But there was no use. We all ad-

WESSON (Miss:.) Dec. 10.—The full par- 
ticulare of the fiendish crime of which a par- 
tial account was secured yesterday have just 
comme to hand. Almost the entire family of 
Benjamin Smith, a respectable white farmer; 
36 years of age, were brutally murdered with 
a club by a black man. Smith was working 
at a gin a fow miles from his home, which is 
situated about two and a half mils from 
Pearl River, on the east bank, in Lawrence 
county, a wild country. The house is off the 
main road, and no white family lives within 


two miles of it, although several negro fami- |. 


lies live near. It was one of these negroes 
who, on Wednesday, some time between noon 
and dark, crept up to Smith’s house and most 
brutally assaulted Mrs. Smith, then brained 
her, and then, forever to hide his trime, he 
tried to kill the children, only sparing a babe, ' 
which he left untouched. . 

The fiend’s work was not done as well as 
he. thought, for one of the children, a girl 5 
years of age, regained consciousness, and 
when her father returned she ‘told him the 
name of the brute. The mother and four 
children were found dead inthe yard, their 
condition showing how they had struggled to 
escape the brute. 

A posse was organized, and late yesterday 
the negro was captured, carried to Monticello, 
the county seat of Lawrence county, and at 7 
o’clock was carried back to the scene of his 
crime, where he was fully identified by the 
little girl. It is said he was promptly lynched 
after the identification by a large crowd of 
infuriated citizens, who had joined in the 
search. 

‘\ It is greatly feared that a wholesale lynch- 
ing may’ take place in the neighborhood, as’ 
the country is excited to the highest pitch. 


. CLEVELAND’S BAD BREAK. 


He Sullied His Good Reputation by 

Getting Drunk. 

A fashionably-dressed young man 
named A. C. Cleveland sat in the pris- 
oners’ dock in the Police Court yester- 
day to answer the chargé of having 
been drunk of the previous night. He 
pleaded guilty with refreshing sang 
froid, but after the evidence of the 
prosecution was in, he chanted coun- 
tenance and also attempted to change 
his plea of guilty to not guilty. 

“Your Honor,” exclaimed the young 
man, with big drops of perspiration 
standing out on his brow, “I pleaded 
guilty as I considered that the easiest 
way out of this difficulty, but things 
have taken such an unexpected turn 
that I must beg leave to withdraw my 
plea of guilty. I admit that I was 
drinking, but there is not a word of 
truth in the evidence produced here as 
to my acts. I wish to be given f 
opportunity to show that there could 
be no occasion for me to beg, and that: 
my character has always been such as 
to make it improbable that I would: 
insult ladies on the street.” 


One apparently distinterested wit- | 


ness had testified that Cleveland, while 
intoxicated, approached a number of 
people on Spring street in the neigh- 
borhood of the Jonathan Club, and 
asked them for money, and being re- 
fused he called them vile names. One 
of the parties thus molested was an old 
lady, whom he grabbed by ‘the arm 
and insulted in a shameful manner, 
The young man who thus testified tele- 
ened for an officer to arrest the fel- 
ow. 

Cleveland was allowed to send for 
Witnesses andg@for an attorney. A. K. 
Yerex responding in that capacity. Mr. 
“Yerex himself testified to the respec- 
tability of Cleveland’s family and the 
defendant’s good character, as did O. 
B. Johnson, a commercial agent who 
has known the young man for six or 
seven years. A grocer for whom Cleve- 
land has been working since last Mon- 
day morning, also testified to his 
former good behavior. 

Justice Owens, however, found the de- 
fendant guilty and sentenced him to 
ot Pg fine of $30, with the usual alter- 
native. 


WALTER BELL; BAD BOY. 


His Father, Horace Bell, Has the 
Young Man Locked Up. 

Walter Bell, the 18-year-old son of 
Horace Bell, the lawyer, was locked up 
in the City Prison last night at the 
request of his father.

STOCK AND BOND DEALINGS. 
Dealings on the stock and bond ex- 
change in San Francisco have been 
steadily increasing during the past few 
years, as the gambling in mining stocks 
has subsided. The Financial Letter 
notes that transactions which—could 
not have been handled in the San Fran- 
cisco market a few years ago are now 
carried out with little effort. This 
shows that San Francisco is approach- 
ing a more. conservative stage in’ the 
line of investment. 

Hitherto, dealings in stocks and bonds 
have not been very extensive in Los 
Angeles, and little is known in public 
of such investments as are made, but 
with the steady growth of the city, 
and the presence here of so large a 
number of wealthy people seeking safe 
investments, there is no doubt that 
before long the Los Angeles stock and 
bond market will be quite a prominent 
feature of the local financial world. 


COMMERCIAL. 


CHRISTMAS TREES. In @ week or 
ten days Christmas trees will begin to 
appear on the streets, and in some of 
the stores. The trade in this article 
is very small in Southern California, 
but in the Eastern States it has as- 
sumed vast proportions. The New 
York Sun gives the following interest- 
ing description of how Christmas trees 
are obtained and marketed in the 
forests of Maine: 

“(The Christmas tree hunters, who be- 
gan about twenty years ago to cut 
the most promising sapling firs from 
the Maine hills for the New York and 
Boston holiday markets, are all over 
Maine this year loading vessels on the 
seaboard and whole trains of cars in- 
land with the greenery that will decor- 
ate many houses. For four or five 
years it has been estimated that from 
a half to three-fourths of a million 
of these trees were cut in Maine every 
season. This year the dealers have 
contracts for more than a million, and 
nearly every one will make his orders 
overrun, so it is likely that. Maine will 
send out more than a million and a 
quarter of firs between now and Decem- 


er 15. 

“In addition to firs, which are used 
almost exclusively for Christmas trees, 
the contractors have large orders for 
the ground pjne, or lycopodium, a 
species of creeping evergreen which 
grows everywhere in dry, shady woods. 
Many barrels of wild raisins, a shrub- 
bery plant that bears a profusion of 
coral red berries which hang to the 
gray limbs all winter, are also shipped 
to the cities for, making wreaths and 
adding bright bits of color to the pre- 
vailing greenery. The ground pine is 
crowded into sacks or préssed in bales 
like hay, but the berries must be more 
tenderly cared for, as they are liable 
to drop off under hard usage. 

“Little labor and less care are re- 
quired in preparing the trees for mar- 
ket. One man cuts the trees in the 
thickets and trims’ them slightly to 
free the base from limbs; another man 
ties the trees in bundles of ten to 
fifteen, accordifg to size, and carries 
them out to the nearest cart road, and 
there a man with a pair of horses at- 
tached to a hay rack takes them and 
delivers his load at the nearest wharf 
or railway station. As a rule the con- 
tractor gets from 2 to 6 cents apiece for 
the trees when brought out, the pur- 
chaser paying the freight, which 
amounts to more than the cost of the 
trees. These firs pass through several 
hands before they reach the retailers, 
and when they are finally sold it is a 
poor fir that will not bring 25 cents, 
the price of the smallest trees. A dol- 
Jar or more is often obtained for a 
tree that is ten feet tall. 

“Until last year nobody thought of 
charging stumpage on his growth of 
firs, most land-owners being glad to get 
rid of them, but now there is: such a 
brisk demand for such goods that a 
few men are putting a price upon the 
product of their waste lands, the 
stumpage on some fir growths realizing 
from $10 to $25 an acre. Down in Lin- 
coln county, where the wood has been 
mostly cut off, the farmers are begin- 
ning to prize their firs so highly that 
they are asking for an export duty on 
the trees. As scon as the up-river land- 
owners heard of it they invited the 
cutters to go inland, where firs are 
still growing on more than a million 
acres. The growers want to get these 
cut off as soon as possible, so as to 
make room for more valuable timber.” 

GENERAL RUSINESS TOPICS. 

THE PROFITS IN BEET SUGAR, 
Thomas R. Cutter, manager of the 
beet-sugar factory at Lehi, Utah, in a 
letter to the Lehi Banner, after re- 
ferring to the fact that the whole in- 
dustrial business of the United States 
{fs now aroused on the question of the 
beet-sugar industry, and that those 
who are in the business already are 
deluged with inquiries in relation 
thereto, goes on to say that the only 
thing he fears is the harm that is now 
being done to the industry by promot- 
ers and boomers, who tell grossly-ex- 
@gegerated stories of the wonderful 
profits made by sugar factories, in or- 
der to induce the public to take stock 
in such enterprises. He says: 

“I will venture to assert right here 
that, take the nine factories now in 
operation in the United States, that 
they have not paid 6 per cent. per an- 
num on their investment since the first. 
year of their existence, notwithstand- 
ing all the bounties, both by the gov- 
ernment and the State, that have been 
devoted to this industry. I do not say 

that we shall not do better than this 
in the future, because if we could not 
expect better results not one more 
Single factory would be built. 

“The sugar business is a very pe- 
culiar industry, and there are a great 

many risks to take, three of the princt- 

1 ones of which I will enumerate. 

ret, beet factories making their con- 
tracts with the farmers can _ only 

specify acreage, and not tons of beets, 
therefore they are subject to the risk 
of a very small crop or a very large 

€, and the season being a short one, 

: ere is a possibility of a great many 
S$ spoiling on their hands. Second. 

we never know what will be the sac- 
charine qualities of the beets, which 
vary from season to season. Third 
the price of sugar fluctuates so much 
that it is impossible to tell at the be- 
ginning of the year what we shall ob- 
tain for our sugar even during that sea- 
son. But the industry has come to 
stay; in my opinion it will be simply 
@ question, as it is in all other business 
@ survival of the fittest, and there is 
no doubt in my mind that during the 
next twenty years it will grow to be 
one of the most extensive interests in 
America. Who is able to portray the 


- diseppeintments and failures that must 
eemsequence ensue. Al! localities 
@re not equal for beet culture, nor are 


ll factories managed alike t 
sad experiences will 
nix like an industry that will add mil- 
ge to the wealth of this great repul- 
ic, and those who thus make a suc- 
cess will be the conservative ones who 
are willing to work and wait. 

“Success in Utah must naturally be 
@ little slower because we use irriga- 
tion and our lands and soils are al- 
luyial deposits. There are a great va- 
riety of such soils to contend with, it 
heing very difficult to find a tract of 
land of any considerable, size where 
the same conditions exist.” 

Uniess many trustworthy reports aré 
entirely unfounded, Mr. Cutter is 
“away off” in his estimate of the 
beet-sugar fagtories 


during the past few years, so far as 
California is concerned, however true 
his remarks may be in regard to the 
factory in Utah, where, as he admits, 
the soll and conditions are less favor- 
able to the profitable production of 
beet sugar.

Dun’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—R. G. q 
weekly review of trade will gy 
that the opening of Congress, with the an- 
nual message and reports, has not discour- 
aged business, as some predicted, but all 
Speculative markets are stronge: than a week 
ago. Tho productive industries, even {nthe 
Season Usually about the dullest of the year 
as to hew orders, met a definite improvement 
in demand for important products, presuma- 
bly the fruit ef a prevailing conviction that 
new business will began to crowd the works 
after the new year starts. The outward 
movement of wheat and other products cope 
tinucs\ so heavy, that foreign exchange has 
fallen three-quarters of a cent and. instead of 
the exports of gold which have marked De- 
cember in recent years, imports would come 
if gold were wanted. Securities are advanc- 
ing with the result that the increased earn- 
ings of railways, $47,085,801 for November on 
reporting roads in the United States, is 16.8 
‘per cent. larger than last year and 5.9 larger 
than in 1892. A striking eomparison of ‘ive 
years show that in each of the last three 
months earnings have beén greater than in 
any previous year, with a larger increase in 
November than in October or in Septerper 
The sudden rise in Deeember wheat in Uhi- 
cago to $1.09, would do harm, were it not 

Sed on avowed contracts to ship some mil- 
lions of bushels to Europe. That fact and 
the continued demand in spite of such con- 
tracts. has helped a rise of 1% cente here 

Western receipts for the week were 6,798, 771 


Is against 3,691,374 last year, and At- 


lantic exports including flour, 4,612,317 against 
2.975.661 last year and so great is the foreign 
shortage that the outgo of vurn last year, 
far than-ever before, is again exceedec 
3,313,086 for the week, against 3,065,780 a year 
ago, with the price nearly 1 cent higher for 
@ week. The report that the western sup- 
plies are running low is discredited by re- 
ceipts from firms. A strike in English mills 
is no longer threatened and the possibility of 
one at Fall River has little weight. The de- 
mand for woolen goods has clearly improved, 
and more wool has just been purch 
abroad and is being imported, the sales in 
domestic markets having been for the past 
week only 2,660000 pounds at Boston and in 
two weeks 11,060,400 pounds at the three mar- 
kets, While some grades have been sold 
largely at prices lower than a month ago, 
quotations are generally sustained. There is 
more demand for iron and stee} products in 
P ration for railway work, bridges and 
buildings next year and on contracts for ex- 
port, including one for a government bridge 
in Holland, others for bridges in Japan, 
with large shipments of various products to 
England and other countries. Foreign con- 
tracts for 40,000 tons of rails are pending. In 
and about New York bridge and building con- 
‘tracts call for 25,000 tons and Chicago works 
are figuring on numerous contracts for 6000 
railway cars. The formation ef the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire Company is expected to 
strengthen prices and cause some buying. 
While Bessemer at 10 and Grey Forge at 9.15 
are slightly lower at Pittsburgh, prices are 
stronger at Chicago, and in all quarters heavy 
business is expected after the new year. A 
sale of lake copper, said to be 10,000,000 
pounds at 11 cents, so strengthens the de- 
mand that 10.87 is bid, but tin and lead are 
very dull and spelter a shade lower, while 
future contracts for tin plates have 
e at 2.90 per hundred pounds. Failures 
for the first week of December were but 
$2,617,240—manufacturing, $739,420, and trad: 
ing $1,791,570. Failures for the week have 
been 312 in the United tates, against 380 last 
year, and 29 in Canada, against 43 last year. 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that mild weather throughout 
most of the country has interfered to some 
extent with the distribution of winter-weight 
clothing and other seasonable 8s, and 
trade from first hands is quieter even than 
last week. Jobbers and retailers, however, re- 
port a steadily-increasing and in some regions 
very active business in holiday goods, gro- 
ceries and kindred products. Reports from the 
South continue as a whole very food, with 
especially favorable accounts from New Or- 
leans, Atlanta, Nashville and the Central 
South. Collections are as a rule generally 
very satisfactory, in spite of the low price for 
cotton. Favorable reports come from Chicago, 
Kansas City, St. Louis and St. Paul in the 
Central West and Northwest, while the Pa- 
cific Coast notes a heavy increase in the 
trade, present and contingent, based upon en- 
larged Alaskan demand. San Francisco re- 
ports the wheat crop improved by recent 
rains, with conservative estimates pointing to 
a yield of 875,000 tons. General export de 
,on the Coast is very heavy, The price situ- 
ation is one of sustained and even aggres- 
sive strength. Wheat is higher, partly on 
improved statistical positions, but en ee 
in sympathy with the Chicago squeeze, which 
had advanced prices 15 cents per bushel, 
within a week in that market. All cereals 
have sympathized with wheat and coffee, cop- 
per, cotton, dairy products, leaf tobacco and 
raw sugar are also among the prominent sta- 
ples Which have been. enhanced in value. The 
decreases have been few and slight shadin: 
at Pittsburgh and sympathetic weakness an 
at other points on an immense production. 
Cereal exports continue very large, though 
showing a falling off from last week's total. 
Total exports of wheat and flour from the 
United States and Canada this week aggre- 
gate 6,005,638 bushels. against 6,699,000 bush- 
els last week; 4,222,000 bushels in the week 
@ year ago; 2,458,000 bushels in 1895; 2,526,000 
bushels in 1894, and 3,217,000 in 1893. Corn 
exports also show a falling off, aggregating 
3.068.000 bushels this week, against 4,585,000 
bushels last week and 3,541,000 bushels Jast 
year. There are 292 business failures reported 
throughout the United States as oppo~ed to 
250 last week, 381 in the week a year ago and 
313 in 1895. 

Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow will 
say that public interest in speculation has 
incréased)'téssome extent, but the activity 
and strength of this week's market were again 
largely due to professional manipulation. The 
President's message, more particularly the 
part relating to Cuba, was favorably  re- 
ceived by the street, and it is apparently 
conceded that the danger of unsettling agita- 
tion of the Cuban question in Congress has 
been materially lessened. The leading oper- 
ators who have taken hold of the share mar- 
ket on the bull side are supported in their 
attitude by the increasing activity in bonds, 
and the large investment demand at advanc- 
ing figures, the mavement having now ex- 
tended from high-grade securities to the rec- 
ond-class of railroad mortgages. Large in- 
creases in railroad earnings continue to be 
one of the chief factors in the situation, and 
rumors are current regarding the payment of 
dividends or their interest by a number of 
companies. The announcement that quarterly 
dividends of 1 per cent. on the preferred 
shares of the reorganized Northern Pacific 
road had begun was fully expected, and 
aided in giving currency to the many re- 
ports of the same kind in regard to cther 
corporations. It is true that early in the 
week the street had one disappointment in 
regard to an extra dividend on Sugar stock, 
which was not declared. The general mar- 
ket, however, manifested a disposition to cut 
loose from Sugar, and was, indeed, some- 
what inclined to disregard other unfavorable 
factors. London has continued to sell spar- 
ingly in this market, and the indications from 
Washington seem to be that, despite the care- 
ful treatment of the currency question by 
the President, there is little hope of any leg- 
islation whatever by Congress on this sub- 

ct.

GOV. BUDD PROCURES THE MARION 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


Baby Seal in a Cactus Patch—Grand 
Juror Who Was Excused—Naval 


Heroes After Duacks—Coronado 
fummer School, 


SAN DIEGO, Dec, 10.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The U.S.S. Marion will not come 
to San Diego, notwithstanding the fact that 
she had been assigned to this port by the 
Secretary of the Navy. Gov. Budd inter- 
posed an objection on behalf of the San Fran- 
cisco reserves, and that was eufficient to 
take the training ship to the northern metrop- 
olis. In explanation of the change of loca- 
tion of the Marion, Secretary Long indites 
the following letter to Senatdér Withington of 
this city, which was received yesterday: 

“WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Dec. 1, 1897. 

“Dear Mr. Withington: I am in receipt 
of your letter of November 24 in regard to 
your desire that the Marion, which it has 
been decided to assign to the use of the naval 
reserves of California, should be given to the 
San Diego division. The San Diego reserves 
made an application to the department for 
the vessel, and it was determined to give 
the Marion to them upon the supposition, of 
course, that the Governor was favorable to 
the plan. The department is now in receipt 
of information from the Governor to the effect 
that he wishes this vessel for the use cf 
the San Francisco reserve. The law which 
provides for the loaning cf vessels to naval 
militia orgenizations provides ‘‘that the Sec- 
retary of the Navy be, and he is, hereby 
empowered and authorized to Ican temporary 
to any State, upon the written appiicati n 
of the Governcr thereof, a vessel of the navy. 
And provided, further, that when such lorn 
is made to the Governor of any State the 
Secretary of the Navy is authorized, etc."’ 

“Asthe law provides that the loan shal! be 
made to the Governor of the State, you' will 
see that the department is without discretion 
in the matter. The assistant secretary on 
yesterday issued the order in accordance with 
the Governor's request, assigning the Marion 
to the San Francisco reserves.

Chamber of Commerce Indorses the 
Cennery Management. 

REDLANDS, Dee. 10.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] At a meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, held Thursday, a resolution was passed 
indorsing the present management of the Red- 
lands cannery, and calling upon all delin- 
quent subscribers to pay their subscriptions 
without further delay. 

The cannery project was started about two 
years ago by Chicago parties. The Chamber 
of Commerce became interested, ard invited 
a representative of the proposed eastern com- 
pany to visit Redlands. A Mr. Hites came, 
and at a public meeting it was decided to 
secure subscriptions as a bonus for the can- 
nery, to the amount of $5000 and a site. 

After several thousand dollars had been gse- 
cured, the Chicago company abandoned the 
proposition. Later a local company was or- 
ganized to carry out the plan. The conditions 
placed upon the subscriptions were that a 
cannery —- not less than $12,000, and 
capable of turning out 50,000 cans of fruit per 
day, should be established; that it should be 
equipped with modern machinery, and that 
the title to the property should be held in 
trust for a reasonable time, to satisfy the 
Chamber of Commerce that the cannery would 
be operated in good faith. 

These conditions have been substantially 
filled by the Redlands Preserving Company, 
and the Chamber of Commerce, in the resolu- 
tion named, expresses its approval of the 
work that has already been done, and of the 
plan of the local company for the future of 
the enterprise. The resoluifon cleses by 
recommending payment of all subscriptions 
made for.a Redlands cannery by the agents 
of the existing Redlands Preserving Company, 
and ‘‘earnestly requests’ all who have given 
subscriptions to pay the same as promptly as 
possible, and to show toward this company 
the same good faith that it has already 
shown in making an investment of consid r- 
able magnitude and in establishing am indus- 
try new in Redlands, which will assist in the 
growth and prosperity of the city by furnish- 
ing employment to labor and a new outlet for 
the choice fruits of this section.’’

L. A. Druehl, a well-known mining 
broker and a heavy purchaser of Val 
Verde stock from Wilde, said yester- 
day: “There is no doubt that Wilde 
has gone, but I am satisfied the stock 
he sold will hold whether an over-issue 
or not. It’s a bad thing for any com- 
pany to have its secretary skip out, but 
Val Verde is still there, and I believe 
one of the best paying mines in the 


depths of despondency and misery. To such 
ladies the above truthful account is willingly 
given.
